How endless March 

seems. Its thirty-one days 

are squared and cubed 

and multiplied by one 

hundred. Here in Michi- 
gan March is cold and wintry—ground 
frozen fast, black trees rattling in the 
wind. Last year a snowdrop bloomed 
outside on the 17th, a warm windless 
day, and in honor of spring’s arrival 
we had the first picnic of the year. But 
that oasis of spring in winter was brief. 
Snow fell on the 18th; the ice on the 
pond creaked in the cold. That’s the 
manner of March—it slyly offers a 
beautiful day and, when you are trust- 
ingly looking for more, throws snow- 
balls in your face. Spring-like weather 
in March makes us a little nervous, for 
one last and best blizzard inevitably 
follows. Actually, not much damage 
is done even if snow does come when 
the earliest flowers are in bloom. They 
are more or less weatherproof and 
survive a night in the. snow with 
aplomb. Last year I did put pint can- 
ning jars over the small Narcissus 
minimus just to be sure they would be 
all right. Their tiny yellow flowers 
under the jars made me think of the 
lightning bugs we used to catch and 
put in bottles. 

If the itch to garden becomes un- 
bearable, start annual flower seeds in- 
doors. And you can plant sweet peas 
outdoors as soon as the soil has thawed 
—the sooner the better, in fact. Sum- 
mer-flowering bulbs can be started, too. 

You can even plant some 
of the vegetable garden 
outdoors now. Peas, 
beets, carrots, parsnips, 
lettuce, parsley and po- 
tatoes can be planted in March. A 
word of warning though—most soils 
are harmed if worked when wet; they 
tend to become packed into hard clods 
that are difficult to break up later. 
Sandy soils are least damaged. If your 
garden soil is sandy or if you had the 
garden plowed or spaded in the fall, 
you may start planting before the soil 
is dry. Our garden must be frozen 
still; there are 15 inches of snow on it. 

One year we planted potatoes in late 
March, according to my grandfather’s 
directions. He had heard that by 
planting early, pests and blights were 
avoided and harvesting the tubers be- 
came a simple operation. We laid our

our hungry eyes. I have since found 
that few bugs and blights and plenty 
of new potatoes can be expected if the 
seed potatoes are planted in good gar- 
den soil amply fertilized. 

More about straw: when you lift it 
from your strawberry bed, put it be- 
tween the rows. It will discourage 
weeds and help keep the fruit clean. 
But don’t take all of the straw off the 
strawberry plants; a light layer of straw 
will protect the blossoms from late 
frosts, 

If you have any rhubarb plants, be 
sure to feed them before growth starts 
in spring. Rhubarb is a voracious 
feeder. Rotted manure seems to 
please both rhubarb and asparagus, 
but add a liberal dash of commer- 
cial plant food to balance their diets. 

Don’t let the fish you 

serve become a grinding 

monotony. Fish have es- 

tablished very friendly re- 

lations with some herbs. 
Basil, celery, chervil, chives and pars- 
ley, any or all, blended with lemon, lift 
fish from the do-we-have-to-have-this- 
again class to the let’s-have-this-more- 
often category. Start with grated lemon 
rind in butter or margarine and add a 
bit of this herb, a bit of that herb. But 
remember, herbs should tantalize, not 
overwhelm. 

Before you forget: resist the urge 
to remove winter coverings from per- 
ennials and roses. Wait until you are 
certain spring has come to stay. 

if you.must do something connected 
with gardening, get your garden tools 
in order, paint the lawn furniture, 
make a set of plant and row markers. 

Feed the birds without fail. Their 
natural food supplies are at a low ebb 
and the return of migrant birds is im- 
minent.®

Authentic 18th-Century 


Gardening 


Reconstruction at Williamsburg 


by LANNING ROPER

UCH has been heard about 1 8th- 
century gardens in Britain, but 
there are few examples extant 

that have not been altered subsequently 
in such a way that they now represent 
a compromise with the original design 
and planting plan. Over the last 20 
years it has been my good fortune to 
watch the re-creation of authentic gar- 
dens of that great age at Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg. They are as close to the 
18th century in design and in plant 
material as it has been possible to 
make them, and, moreover, they 
are of unusual interest because there 
are examples of both large and small 
gardens; all too often it is only the 
larger ones that have survived. 


Virginia was essentially a colony of 
prosperous tobacco planters. They 
flocked to Williamsburg, especially 
when the general assemblies and courts 
were in session, along with notable fig- 
ures in diplomatic and legal life. The 
court met there in spring and autumn, 
and the shops were full of the latest 
wares from England. This migration 
was a little like coming up to London 
for the season. Town residences were 
maintained or rented by some of the 
planters, and visitors stayed in the ex- 
cellent ordinaries, as the inns were 
then called. Entertaining was the order 
of the day, and the Governor’s Palace 
with its great ballroom and elaborate 
gardens and pleasure grounds was the 
centre. Against this background the 
gardens of Colonial Williamsburg are 
to be explained. 

In addition to the impressive gardens 
of the Palace with its formal parterres, 
mount, canal, bowling-green, walled 
fruit garden and maze patterned after 
the one at Hampton Court, there were 
the smaller but still impressive gardens

of the fine town houses, rather like the 
country estates of the planters who 
owned them, but reproduced in minia- 
ture with all the elements—formal 
decorative schemes, kitchen gardens, 
orchards, stables and carriage-houses, 
as well as the usual detached units in- 
cluding kitchens, smoke-houses, wood- 
sheds, wells and necessaries. The 
integration of these last five into the 
design of the garden was enough to 
tax even the greatest ingenuity. Last, 
there were numerous small residences 
of simple nature set in modest gardens, 
but again with various detached out- 
buildings. 

For the reconstruction of the gar- 
den a vast amount of research was 
required. Much of this was done in 
Great Britain and in the West Indies, 
through which so much trade flowed in 
Colonial times. There were many 
clues. Sometimes, as in the case of the 
Palace, the actual foundations of gar- 
den walls and paths were found to in- 
dicate the plan, the scale, the materials 
used and even the pattern of the brick 
paving. In other gardens original trees 
and plantings of boxwood survived. 
Then there were old maps, prints and 
inventories. In addition, there were 
numerous records, diaries, inventories, 
invoices and old letters written by 
residents and visitors, which have 
proved highly informative about the 
design of the gardens and the exciting 
new flora, as well as about the steady 
flow of new plants from Europe, the 
West Indies and the East. Lastly, there 
was much information to be learned 
from the examination of other gardens 
in the area, contemporary in period 
and style. 

It must be remembered that all the 
restored town is occupied and lived in, 
with the exception of exhibition build- 
ings. Therefore it has been necessary 
to adapt these 18th-century garden 
plans by the inclusion of such practical 
adjuncts as parking areas, drying 
yards, and refuse disposal, cleverly 
concealed from the casual eye. Par- 
ticular attention has been given to the 
plants utilised. A‘ter careful consid- 
eration it was decided to use only 
plants indigenous to the area and those 
known to have been introduced into 
Virginia before 1800. These included 
trees, shrubs, bulbs, herbaceous plants 
and, of course, fruits, vegetables and 
herbs. Obviously most of the plants 
used are species, and the vast number 
of garden hybrids of later years are 
missing. Hence there are no hybrid 
tea roses and almost none of the so- 
called old-fashioned roses, for they 
were largely the product of a later 
period and some of the early ones had 
not been introduced by 1800. It is in- 
teresting to see how successful gardens 
planted almost entirely with species 
can be and one is acutely aware of the 


fact that so many plants like torsythia, 
Wisteria sinensis and Chinese rhodo- 
dendrons and primulas, which we to- 
day expect as a matter of course, had 
not been introduced by that date. 

Of particular help in this research 
were the papers and letters of John 
Bartram (1699-1777), a Pennsylvania 
farmer who travelled widely from Can- 
ada to Florida, observing and collect- 
ing the native flora not only for his 
own botanical garden at Philadelphia, 
but also for his numerous correspond- 
ents throughout Europe. Linnaeus 
called him “the greatest natural bota- 
nist in the New World.” There were 
others: men like John Custis (1678- 
1749), a resident of Williamsburg, 
who had not only a fine garden but a 
wide correspondence concerning it; 
John Clayton, who wrote his invalu- 
able Flora Virginica, which appeared 
in 1743; and Alexander Garden (1728- 
1791), an Edinburgh physician who 
settled in Charleston to practise medi- 
cine but whose great interest lay in 
collecting plants and exchanging in- 
formation about them. Two American 
presidents, George Washington and 


Small but impressive are the gardens of 
the town houses, rather like the country 
estates of the planters who owned them. 


Thomas Jefferson, both ardent garden- 
ers, kept elaborate notes on the plants 
in their gardens, both native and im- 
ported. Then there were overseas 
travellers who not only collected plants 
but recorded their impressions of the 
native flora. Mark Catesby (1679- 
1749) was certainly the foremost of 
these. He came to the southern states 
to visit his sister in 1712 and was so 
fascinated by the flora that he re- 
mained until 1719 and returned later. 
His beautifully illustrated Natural His- 
tory of Carolina, Florida and_ the 
Bahama Islands is rich in information. 

Last, it should be remembered that 
Linnaeus (1707-1778), who was busy 
naming plants in accordance with his 
new binomial system, was receiving a 
constant stream of strange plants from 
the New World, both from correspond- 
ents, including some of those named 
above, and from his pupil, Peter Kalm, 
whom he had sent to America to col- 
lect and to observe. It is for him that 
the lovely mountain laurel Kalmia

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latifolia, one of the finest of North 
American shrubs, is named. 

As far as native plants were con- 
cerned the Colonial gardeners were 
blessed. Endemic were fine evergreens 
and deciduous forest trees, many of 
which like the American lime (Tilia 
americana), beech (Fagus grandifolia) 
and hornbeam (Carpinus caroliniana) 
had close European counterparts and 
could be employed in the same man- 
ner. Then there were exciting new 
flowering species like Liriodendron 
tulipifera, Aesculus pavia, Stewartia 
malocodendron, Cornus florida, Cercis 
canadensis, Halesia carolina and Chio- 
nanthus virginica, all of which quickly 
found their way to England. For bril- 
liant autumn colour outstanding trees 
were the choice Nyssa sylvatica, the 
scarlet oak (Quercus coccinea) and 
Oxydendron arboreum. Flowering 
shrubs offered a wide scope with Caly- 
canthus floridus, Clethra_ alnifolia, 
Kalmia latifolia, Gardenia jasminoides 
and, of particular interest for hybridi- 
sation as well as for their own beauty, 
Rhododendron calendulaceum and R. 
nudiflorum, which, when crossed with 
R. luteum, were to produce the Ghent 
azaleas and other outstanding strains 
of azalea hybrids. 

As for evergreens, the colonists 
were particularly well off and their 
gardens reflected their fondness for 


both the broad-leaved and coniferous 
types. This predilection is possibly to 
be explained by the desire for a cool 
green setting reminiscent of the lush 
green of the homeland in this land of 
burning sunshine and summer heat. 
In any case the use of evergreens is 
typical of Williamsburg gardens and 
is part of their essential character. 
Pinus Strobus and P. Taeda provided 
timber and fast-growing shelter belts. 
Ilex vomitoria, the yaupon holly, 
proved a wonderful hedge plant ame- 
nable to topiary treatment, as did the 
more vigorous live oak (Quercus vir- 
giniana). Then there were the glisten- 
ing green American holly (//ex opaca), 
the pungent Myrica cerifera, the cherry 
laurel, the Virginia juniper, the scrub 
pine and many more. Both the dwarf 
and tree type of boxwood were im- 
ported from Britain at an early date 
and they grew so weil in their new en- 
vironment that box has become a spe- 
cial feature of southern gardens. Last, 
and certainly not least, was the ex- 
quisite Magnolia grandiflora, with its 
huge glistening leaves and _ heavily 
scented, creamy white, chalice-shaped 
flowers, the pride of the south. 

The design of gardens was essen- 
tially formal, more so than was cur- 
rently fashionable in England, but the 
planter in the wild untamed landscape 
of the country yearned for the for- 


mality and essentially controlled ele- 
ments of his highly civilised homeland. 

Space does not permit comment on 
specific gardens in detail, but, after a 
recent visit to many of them in mid- 
November, I was particularly struck by 
their beauty, even at the approach of 
winter, thanks to the copious use of 
evergreen plants. Second, the for- 
mality of design has proved successful 
in small and large gardens alike, as 
there is compactness and unity in the 
geometric lay-outs and interest in the 
patterns of the brick walls, the variety 
of fences, gates and finials and the 
pleasing proportions of the 18th-cen- 
tury houses and outbuildings. There 
is gracious dignity and simplicity about 
all these 18th-century gardens with 
their preponderance of evergreens 
throughout the year, and the direct 
effect of the Williamsburg tradition of 
gardening is evident in other parts of 
America, particularly in cities like 
Washington, Philadelphia and Wil- 
mington, where the gardens reflect 
many of the principles mentioned 
above, for gardeners are turning more 
and more to the simple designs exem- 
plified in the gardens of Williamsburg, 
the capital of Virginia in the 1700s. 
“That the future may learn from the 
past,” the motto on the seal of Colonial 
Williamsburg, certainly holds good for 
gardening.®

New Tricks 
With Tuberous 


Begonias 


by O. HOBART MOWRER 


T HE TUBEROUS BEGONIA has become 
one of the most delightful of mod- 
ern flowering plants. So amenable to 
the hybridizer’s art is it that, in its 
beauty and versatility, it has won the 
affectionate title of “mockingbird 
flower.” Its imitation of roses, carna- 
tions, camellias, orchids, and other 
flowering plants is astonishingly close; 
and new colors, both solid and vari- 
egated, are constantly being intro- 
duced. Little wonder that interest in 
this member of the begonia family has 
spread so rapidly in recent years and 
that so much is being written about it. 

Unhappily, tuberous-rooted begonias 
have not been easy for the average 
home gardener to grow. If not watered 
sufficiently, they become limp and do 
not flower properly; whereas more 
liberal watering is likely to produce 
the dread stem rot. After several sea- 
sons of experimentation, I have hit 
upon what seems to be a virtually fool-

proof formula for success, The pro- 
cedure to be described here meets the 
basic conditions for healthy growth. 
With experience the individual gar- 
dener may vary it in any desired way. 
But one cannot explore the subtleties 
of an art until he has mastered the 
fundamentals. So here are the funda- 
mentals. 

It is now common practice to start 


begonia tubers indoors (some six 
weeks before the frost-free date) in 
vermiculite, which is superior to both 
sand and peat moss. But vermiculite, 
being an inorganic substance, provides 
no nutriment, so that the tubers tend to 
be weakened, rather than strengthened, 
during the early stages of plant growth. 
This effect can be avoided, while re- 
taining the advantages of vermiculite, 
in the following way. 

Prepare a potting mixture of 2 parts 
garden soil, 2 parts peat moss, 2 parts 
coarse sand, and | part commercial 
(dried) cow or sheep manure, with 
bone meal added per instructions. To 
a depth of approximately 2 inches, put 
this mixture in a wooden flat or other 
suitable container with good drainage 
but with holes covered with sphagnum 
or peat moss so that the potting mix- 
ture will not trickle or shake out. 
Then, after this bed has been watered 
sufficiently to make it uniformly moist, 
spread a l-inch layer of vermiculite 
over it. Now gently “wiggle” the be- 
gonia tubers into the vermiculite so 
that they are about half to two-thirds 
covered (with the hollow side up). 
Place the flat in a warm (70°), well- 
lighted room (with some direct sun- 
light), sprinkle the vermiculite with 
water until it is damp, and then watch 
for the little pink shoots to appear. 
During the sprouting period, spray the 
tubers daily with a light mist of water 
or, better still, put a piece of glass over 
the flat to keep the atmosphere moist. 
When the leaves of the young plants 
begin to touch the glass, replace it with 
clear plastic spread over and loosely 
fitted to a supporting frame, so as to 
continue to maintain high humidity 
while providing more growing space. 

When the plants have several leaves 
and are 4 to 6 inches tall, they need to 
be shifted outdoors (weather per- 
mitting); but now the grower faces 
some difficult questions. Not all loca- 
tions are suitable for tuberous begonias 
—some are too sunny, others not 
sunny enough. If the plants are put 
directly into the earth, a special soil 
bed often has to be prepared; proper 
watering is a problem, and rain 
splashes soil onto the leaves and flow- 
ers. Clay pots permit too rapid evapo- 
ration and call for too much watering, 
with attendant danger of stem rot. 
These complications can be in some 
measure offset by setting the pots on 
bricks, stone, or concrete and sur- 
rounding them with peat moss, ground 
corncobs, or other mulch—but all this 
is troublesome. 

Last season I found large plastic 
pots (8-inch bulb pans or 7-inch 
azalea pots), an ideal solution to the 
foregoing problems. These pots have 
three drainage holes in the bottom, 
which are covered with bits of broken 
clay pot. A half-inch layer of pebbles

or crushed gravel is added. Then an 
inch or so of the potting mixture de- 
scribed above is put into the pot, and 
the young plant is transferred to it 
from the sprouting flat. This is done 
(with trowel or hand) by scooping up 
the tuber, the surrounding vermiculite, 
and enough of the rich subsoil to in- 
clude, undisturbed, the entire root sys- 
tem of the individual plant. When the 
plant has thus been carefully set in the 
middle of the pot, it is surrounded with 
the potting mixture. A little additional 
vermiculite can then be put on top 
of the potting soil, as a mulch—and 
the job is done. 

By the method described, tuberous- 
rooted begonia plants can be potted up 
without the slightest indication of 
shock or setback. They need to be 
watered less often; and since the top 
of the tuber and base of the stem are 
surrounded by inert, sterile vermiculite 
rather than bacteria- and fungous- 
bearing soil, the danger of stem rot is 
virtually eliminated. (If any tendency 
toward stem rot should develop, it can 
be further controlled by pushing back 
the mulch covering the tuber and with 
a small, stiff brush cleaning the top of 
the tuber and base of the stem and 
leaving them exposed to the air. A 
sprinkle of fungicide may be added if 
desired. ) 

Having the plants in movable pots 
is a great advantage and satisfaction. 
Different locations can be experi- 
mented with, plants may be moved to 


protect them from heavy rain or wind; 
and, for special occasions, they can be 
taken into living room, dining room, or 
other parts of the house for ornamen- 
tal purposes—or they may be used as 
prized gifts. (Incidentally, moss green 
is the most satisfactory color for the 
pots. ) 

When the plants become large, they 
need to be staked for added support. 
This may prove to be a trifle compli- 
cated; but one or two bamboo plant 
stakes—and a little ingenuity—will 
usually solve this problem. Fertilizer 
(more manure, fish emulsion, or solu- 
ble inorganics) may be added as de- 
sired. And, best of all, one is thus 
assured of sufficiently satisfactory re- 
sults to feel justified in purchasing 
good tubers and trying out some of the 
new, and slightly more expensive, 
varieties which are constantly being 
developed.®

O THE BEGINNING GARDENER a 
TT pot is a pot, but he soon learns 

that not all pots are alike. A 
knowledge of the different types of 
pots and the materials of which they 
are made can be of real assistance to 
him in his various garden operations. 
But the selection of the right pot to

suit the purpose at hand is not enough 
to insure satisfactory results; good 
potting techniques are necessary too. 
First, however, let us discuss pots 
themselves. 

Pots made of clay date back to an- 
tiquity. At first they were handmade 
and varied greatly in shape and size. 
In the course of time they were made 
with crude machinery but still they 
varied greatly. It was only toward 
the end of the last century that their 
manufacture became fully standard- 
ized so that they were turned out in 
uniform shapes and dimensions. 

For many years the standard clay 
pot was practically the only kind 
available. It became evident, how- 
ever, that pots of different shapes and 
sizes were desirable to accommodate 
different types of plants; as a result of 
this need, bulb pans and rose pots 
were developed, along with several 
other types. These three—the standard 
clay pot, the bulb pan and the rose 
pot—are still the essential ones. 

The standard pot tapers rather 
sharply from top to bottom and its 
depth is approximately equal to the 
diameter across the top. Bulb pans 
are considerably shallower in propor- 
tion to their diameter and do not tip 
over easily—a practical consideration 
which is appreciated by anyone who 
has ever attempted to do any window- 
sill gardeni They are used exten- 
sively for forced bulbs, azaleas and 
other flowering shrubs. Rose pots are 


deeper in proportion to their diameter 
and are better for rooted cuttings of 
roses and shrubs, lily bulbs and deep- 
rooted seedlings than the standard 
pots. The fact that rose pots are ex- 
tremely “tippy” is no detriment, for 
when planted, half their depth is usu- 
ally plunged in soil, cinders or a simi- 
lar medium, which keeps them upright.

In recent years pots made of other 
materials than clay have become avail- 
able. Some of these are designed for 
ordinary use, others for use by com- 
mercial growers of gift plants and by 
window-sill gardeners. A few are de- 
signed specifically for growing seed- 
lings or small plants before setting 
them in the garden. 

Plastic pots are the most popular 
non-clay pots for general use. In fact, 
they are rapidly taking the place of 
clay pots. Commercial growers find 
their light weight advantageous in 
shipping, storing and handling. Es- 
pecially appreciated is the fact that 
they do not break easily. Because of 
their attractive colors they have en-4 
joyed great favor with indoor garden- 
ers. 

Some of the plastic pots are de- 
signed to be self watering. One kind, 
which fits over a water chamber, has 
a wick that extends from the soil 
within the pot to the chamber below. 
Others with small holes in the bottom 
are attached to a saucer which holds 
water. 

Another type of pot has been de- 
signed for the express purpose of 
growing on seedlings or other small 
plants which are to be set out in the 
garden. These include square, often 
bottomless, bands made of compressed 
peat moss, combinations of peat moss 
and manure, shredded wood fiber and 
heavy aluminum foil. In the case of

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the compressed peat moss and manure 
pots, the plant roots grow into or 
through the side of the pot, and then 
the pot containing the plant is placed 
in the ground when setting-out time 
arrives. A disadvantage in using these 
is that it is extremely difficult to keep 
the pots moist or to thoroughly 
moisten them once they have dried out. 

Two great advantages of the square 
bottomless bands are that they con- 
serve greenhouse bench space by fitting 
shoulder to shoulder on the bench or 
in a flat, and that they provide the 
maximum amount of soil per plant. 


Peat moss pots for growing on young 
plants which are planted, pot and all, 
in the garden when weather warms. 


Of the many variations of this type 
of pot, we prefer the comparatively 
new Jiffy pot of wood-fiber composi- 
tion. 


bonemeal to 3 of dehydrated manure 
added to the best garden soil available 
at the rate of 1 pint to a peck of soil. 
If the only soil available is on the 
heavy side (containing a large amount 
of clay) add sufficient coarse sand and 
peat moss to make it fairly light and 
gritty so that it will retain moisture 
and at the same time drain readily. 
All these ingredients should be mixed 
together by running them through a 
¥%-inch mesh sieve. The potting mix- 
ture should be kept moist but by no 
means wet. 

Clay pots are sized according to the 
diameter of their rim, and all those 
larger than 3 inches should be 
“crocked” before being filled with 
soil. Crocking consists of placing 
broken pieces of pot or pebbles over

lings and small plants for sale “in bud 
and bloom.” 

The art of potting begins with a 
good general-purpose potting soil. 
Over the years we have found nothing 
better than a mixture of 1 part of 
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materials. It makes a moisture reserve 
at the bottom of the pot, and plant 
roots are less likely to root down 
through it if the pot is placed on soil 
or cinders. Adding a few pebble-sized 
pieces of charcoal to the sphagnum 
makes a still further improvement. 

How large a pot? It should be just 
big enough to hold the plant roots 
comfortably with a little space left 
over for future growth. If the pot is 
too large, the soil mass is likely to re- 
main too wet because the small plant 
will not absorb moisture rapidly 
enough. If the pot is too small, the 
soil will dry out quickly. As soon as 
the plant begins new growth, repotting 
will again be required. The pot should 
be deep enough, especially in the case 
of seedlings, to allow most of the stem 
(up to the seed-leaves) to be placed 
in the soil. For cuttings, too, the soil 
should come well up the stem. 

Piants being repotted, especially 
those which are young and making 
rapid growth, should be covered some- 
what deeper than they formerly grew.

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Tall plants, and even tall, vigorous 
seedlings, may well be pinched back 
or cut back to induce stocky, branch- 
ing growth if this is desired. Often the 
removed portion, if sufficiently firm, 
can be rooted as a cutting. 


A bulb pan is ideal for re-potting 
many large window-sill plants. Soil 
is being filled in around the plant. 


The biggest error the beginner 
makes in potting is his failure to get 
the seedling, cutting or plant inserted 
firmly in the soil. To do this, fill the 
pot until the soil is level with the rim, 
then compress the soil slightly by 
either firming it down with the fingers 
or by rapping the bottom of the pot 
firmly against the potting bench. 

In potting small plants, a hole is 
then made in the center of the soil with 
the forefinger or a dibber. The roots 
and part of the stem are lowered into 
it. The soil is then firmed about the 
plant by pressing down on it—with the 
thumbs—give the pot a half turn and 
repeat the firming operation. If a light 
pull will remove the plant from the 
soil, it has not been made sufficiently 
firm. 

In the case of larger plants, such as 
those dug up from the garden or re- 
moved from other pots, the pot is 
filled about a quarter or a third full 
of soil and the plant is placed on top 
of this. Additional soil is packed 
around the root ball and is thoroughly 
firmed. 

After the potting has been com- 
pleted, it is necessary to get the soil 
thoroughly moist. This may be done 
with a watering can, but we much 
prefer placing the pots in saucers of 
water or, if there are a considerable 
number, in a shallow pan and allowing 
the water to soak up from the bottom 
until it begins to show as dark areas 
on the soil surface. 

For a few days after potting, the 
plants should be shaded from direct 
sun and kept, if possible, in a humid 
atmosphere. 

Within three or four days after pot- 
ting, the plants should be on their own 
and ready to start life anew. Do not 
give any additional fertilizer until a 
considerable amount of new growth 
has been made.®

Southern lawns green before Northern 
lawns in spring. Thus Part I of a 
three-part series on lawns throughout 
the United States by Dr. Robert W. 
Schery, Director of the Better Lawn 
and Turf Institute, emphasizes South- 
ern lawns.

. eye ARE IN BLOOM from Florida 
to Alabama; daffodils sway in the 
warm breezes of the Piedmont. Spring 
has returned to the South; lawns are 
green again. Bermuda and Zoysia grass 
has greened throughout the Coastal 
Plain. In Florida lawns of St. Augus- 
tine, zoysia or Bermuda have been 
green off and on since January. Centi- 
pede, bahia and carpet lawns are fast 
recovering from the late cold spells. 

Southern lawns are now in a State 
of transition between winter and 
spring. Early spring is the time to 
spruce up the lawn, eliminating those 
blemishes which have been tolerated 
during the winter, but which strike a 
jangling, discordant note amidst the 
lush green growth of spring. Browned 
leaf tips, smothering mat, weeds left 
over from winter—all must go. 

And now is the time to plan and 
prepare for summer. Success with 
warm-weather grasses later can be as- 
sured by proper fertilization, elimina- 
tion of weeds and other necessary 
servicing operations now. 

Winter weeds are a troublesome 
problem in Southern lawns. Vacation- 
ers from the North may have noticed 
the great variety of winter weeds 
which infest Southern lawns.

NORTHERN LAWNS: 
it’s time to plan 
and prepare for spring 


@ While azaleas bloom, lawns turn 
green and people set out lawn fur- 
niture down South, the icy winds 
still blow and lawns are brown up 
North. The emphasis this month 
is thus on Southern lawns. But 
nonetheless it’s high time to com- 
plete Northern autumn lawn pro- 
grams. 

Get good seed into the soil as 
soon as possible—it will lodge in 
frost cracks and remain there dor- 
mant, ready to sprout with the first 
favorable weather. Overseed all 
thin lawns with a bluegrass mix- 
ture—l to 2 pounds per 1000 
square feet.

applying a 2 in 1 preparation—herbi- 
cide plus fertilizer (sometimes an in- 
secticide or fungicide is included too); 
combination products are less apt to 
cause burn during the cooler weather 
of spring than in the heat of summer. 

Demonstrations by Dr. Nutter in 
Northern Florida have shown that 
high fertility and low cut in winter 
spur weed trouble. Zoysia and Ber- 
muda, dense low-growing grasses, may 
be closely mown (about %4 of an 
inch), but St. Augustine, centipede 
and bahia are more attractive when 
cut to a medium height (1% inches or 
more). Dr. D. G. Sturkie in Alabama 
recommends a height of 1% to 2 
inches to help guard against weeds. 

Early spring removal of old, dead 
growth, which is both unsightly and 
apt to smother oncoming grass, is ex- 
tremely important. A sharp mower, 
set slightly lower than usual, will re- 
move browned or singed leaf tips; the 
lawn will brighten with the newly en- 
couraged growth. A mat of Bermuda 
stems requires vigorous raking or ma- 
chine thinning. 

Because of the diversity of South- 
ern lawn grasses, blanket recommen- 
dations for fertilization are risky. Zoy- 
sia, centipede, St. Augustine, carpet 
and bahia, all of which flourish dur- 
ing the warmer seasons, need reason- 
able feeding. Start now with a ferti- 
lizer equivalent to about 10 pounds of 
10-5-5 per 1000 square feet. Repeat 
at least two or three times during 
spring and summer. 

Adjusting your feeding program to 
fill the requirements of both planted 
lawn grass and volunteer Bermuda is 
a delicate process. Bermuda is a rank 
grower and with good fertilization can 
overwhelm even zoysia. Bermuda en- 
joys 6 pounds or so of actual nitrogen 
(60 pounds of 10-5-5 or about 18 
pounds of ammonium nitrate) per 
1000 square feet per year, preferably 
applied in small doses every few 
weeks. Centipede especially, but also 
carpet and to a lesser extent St. Augus- 
tine, are low-fertility species. They 
thrive at the minimum feeding rate 
(10 pounds of 10-5-5 per 1000 square 
feet at least two or three times during 
spring and summer). Lawns of these 
species which are infested with Ber- 
muda might well be held to a leaner 
diet, except possibly in Florida and 
the very deep South where Bermuda 
is weak. If Bermuda has been first 
eliminated by soil sterilization (Vapam, 
Mylone, methyl-bromide, etc.) or can 
be checked by hand pulling, a higher 
feeding rate, even for low-fertility 
grasses, will produce a more attractive 
lawn. 

Intensity of feeding also varies ac- 
cording to the soil and region. Sandy 
soils of the Coastal Plain generally de- 
mand more frequent fertilization than 


the red clays of the Piedmont. 
Southern soils east of middle Texas 
will benefit from about 100 pounds 
of agricultural lime or its equivalent 
per 1000 square feet. Do not use 
lime in Eastern and Southern Florida, 
however; a pH of 8 there already ties 
up iron, causing chlorosis (yellow- 
ing), especially in centipede lawns. 
Centipede, carpet and to a certain ex- 
tent St. Augustine may do better in a 
somewhat acid soil (pH just under 7). 

Feeding spurs growth. Frequent 
mowing, always desirable, becomes es- 
sential on highly fertilized lawns. The 
new Bermuda _§selections—bayshore, 
everglades, sunturf, tiffine, hardy U-3, 
and many others—which produce top- 
grade lawns under intensive care, 
should be mowed twice a week. Slower 
growing zoysia (hardy Meyer and Em- 
erald selections for northern areas, 
any of the locally tested “matrella” 
types for southern regions) can be 
left as long as six weeks between mow- 
ings in cooler weather, two weeks in 
summer. A safe rule with any grass 
is to mow as soon as % inch of new 
growth has developed since the last 
mowing. 

All possible causes of yellowing in 
lawns cannot be imagined, much less 
discussed. Besides iron chlorosis (cor- 
rected by iron chelate or by applying 
1 to 2 pounds of ferrous ammonium 
sulfate per 1000 square feet) and lack 
of fertility, yellowing might be caused 
by ground pearl in a centipede lawn 
or by nematode root damage in any 
lawn. Treatment of nematode root 
damage with soil chemicals should be 
left to the specialists. In spring chinch 
bugs can be destructive in the lower 
South, especially in St. Augustine 
lawns. Chlordane or Dieldrin will de- 
stroy this pest. 

Spring is the season to repair bald 
spots in the lawn. Plant extra runners 
in the bare spots. Seed of common 
Bermuda and centipede is available. 
Centipede takes about ten days to 
sprout and spreads slowly, so can be 
readily overrun by volunteer Bermuda. 
Zoysia sprigs (single stems) usually 
sprout and spread more rapidly than 
plugs (biscuits of turf). 

I have not mentioned Kentucky 
bluegrass and the other outstanding 
lawn grasses which prefer cooler sum- 
mers. In the upper South light shade 
will favor survival of bluegrass and fine 
fescue as perennials. Sowing and feed- 
ing in autumn, not late spring, and 
high mowing (at least 2 to 3 inches) 
are mandatory. A light fertilization 
now will prove helpful in maintaining 
color.®

Fun with the 
small-flowering 


dahlia varieties 


by CLYDE H. STEWART 


gf tye HOME GARDENER who does not 
include at least a few small-flower- 
ing dahlias in his plantings is, in my 
opinion, missing one of the biggest 
thrills of gardening. The low growers 
are ideal for beds and borders, while 
those that grow tall make excellent 
displays for background plantings, 
fence rows, etc. The small-flowering 
type is especially adapted to the home 
garden. 

All dahlias may be grown from seed, 
from tubers, and from “slips” or cut- 
tings that have been taken from tubers, 
rooted, and hardened off before plant- 
ing outside. Growing seedlings is 
probably the most fascinating as 
dahlias do not come true to variety 
from seed. Each seedling is a new 
variety. 

Contrary to most opinions, the 
growing of dahlias is not expensive and 
does not require any more effort than 
most garden plants. A packet of seed 
from a super market seed rack, or 
from your favorite seed store or mail- 
order house will produce an array of 
color the very first year. 

Seedlings of the tall varieties should 
be started early in a flat in a sunny 
window or in a greenhouse or cold 
frame. Like most plants started in- 
doors, they must be hardened off be- 
fore planting outside. (Hardening off 
means to gradually accustom the young 
plants to outdoor conditions by leaving 
the cold frame sash off as nights get 
warmer or leaving the plants for a few 
days on a porch or some other semi- 
exposed place.) Seeds of the dwarf 
and low-growing varieties may be 
sown in the open as soon as the soil is 
warm enough. 

Plants grown from tubers almost in- 
variably come true to type. Occasion- 
ally a sport occurs but this is very rare. 
Tubers should be procured as near 
planting time as possible as they may 
be damaged if they are permitted to 
dry out excessively. Occasionally it is 
desirable to propagate and make sev- 
eral plants from a single tuber. This 
may be done by placing a tuber cov- 
ered lightly with moist soil in a warm, 
sunny window one to two months be- 
fore the regular planting time. After 
growth has started from the tuber and 
is from 2% to 3 inches high, cut or 
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break it from the tuber just below a 
joint or leaf node and place in sand or 
other rooting medium. After the cut- 
ting has rooted, which takes two or 
more weeks, it should be potted in 
garden soil and placed in a cold frame 
for hardening. One tuber properly 
cared for will produce many cuttings. 
Tubers planted in the garden should be 
placed in a hole about 4 or 5 inches 
deep in a horizontal position and cov- 
ered with soil. (It is unnecessary to 
only partially fill the hole with soil if 
tubers are planted about the same time 
as tomatoes. Tubers set out earlier 
may grow better if soil is added as the 
shoot grows.) Small-flowering dahlias 
may be planted from 12 inches to 2 
feet apart. 

Be sure to pinch the top out of each 
dahlia plant once. This should be done

when the plant has at least three pairs 
of leaves. Tall varieties should be 
staked to prevent damage from wind 
and rain. Wood or metal stakes in- 
serted when the tuber is planted usually 
provide ail the support necessary. 
Length of the stake above the ground 
should be about the same as the height 
of the bush when fully grown. The 
plant should be tied to the stake as it 
grows. 

In areas where the winter tempera- 
tures are severe, dahlia tubers must be 
lifted from the ground, preferably soon 
after the first killing frost. Store them 
in a cool place having a temperature 
range from 40° to 55°. Clumps of 
tubers should be divided before re- 
planting. Be sure a growing eye or bud 
is left on each division. 

The small-flowering varieties usually 
bloom profusely from midsummer to 
the first killing frost. Miniatures, with 
blooms measuring from 2 to 4 inches 
across the face, are the most popular 
of the small-flowering varieties. It is 
not uncommon to find fifty or more 
blooms at one time on a single bush. 
They withstand heavy cutting wonder- 
fully well and a few plants of the more 
profuse bloomers will adequately sup- 
ply the house with cut flowers as well

There are hundreds of varieties of 
small-flowering dahlias in cultivation 
and it is impossible to list all the good 
ones. Those listed have been especially 
selected for the home gardener who 
desires an attractive garden as well as 
an abundance of cut flowers.

They also make decora- 
tive garden plants. A few of the 
leading varieties of collarettes are: 

La CiERvVA—purple with white col- 
lar, bloom size 4 inches. Bush 3% 
feet. La Gioconpa—red with yellow 
collar, blooms 342 inches. Bush 3 feet. 
TRIBUNE—red with white collar, early, 
bloom 4% inches. Bush 4 feet. 
CHERABINO—all white, unusual, bloom 
3% inches. Bush 4 feet. 

Peony-flowering dahlias have open- 
centered flowers with two to five rows 
of ray florets and usually with smaller 
curled or twisted petals in the center. 
This type of dahlia is also very unusual 
and attractive, ideally suited for ar- 
rangements and landscaping. Leading 
varieties are: BisHop OF LLANDAFF— 
red with darker center. Foliage has 
reddish cast, very unusual. Blooms 3 
inches. Bush 312 feet. PINK LassiE— 
pink with lighter center, petals curl 
and twist, highly recommended. 
Blooms 3 inches. Bush 3 feet. 

Dwarf dahlias are low growing and 
are ideally suited for landscape plant- 
ing, beds and borders. They start 
blooming early and usually continue 
until frost. The blooms are fully 
double. Varieties having blooms un- 
der 4 inches are usually classified as 
miniatures. The leading varieties with 
bushes less than 2 feet tall are: ARa- 
BESKE—cactus type, sulphur yellow. 
Blooms 4 inches. EASTER GREETINGS 
—cactus, creamy white. Blooms 4 
inches. ELste—cactus, red blended 
with yellow. Blooms 4 inches. NICKIE 
—cactus, yellow, good. Blooms 4 
inches. FRANK SOETEN—cactus, white. 
Blooms 3 inches. 

Anemone-flowering dahlias have an 
outer row of ray florets and a pin- 
cushion of small, tubular florets in the 
center. Principal varieties are: COMET 
—deep dark red, shaped like a comet. 
Unusual, blooms 4 inches with great 
depth. Bush 3 feet. VeERA—lavender, 
with lighter center, good for cutting. 
Blooms 3 inches. Bush 2 feet. VERA

Orchid-flowering dahlias have single 
blooms with the edge of the petals 
usually curved inward forming a tubu- 
lar effect.

In 1930 A. E. Kunderd celebrated 
his Golden Anniversary in gladiolus 
soon after withdrawing from an active 
part in the business, but he continued

his hybridizing for many years. That 
he contributed much to the small 
primulinus hybrid which we now know 
as the miniature gladiolus is evident in 
our own garden. 

His lightly frilled Macic of 1915 still 
shows the same light violet with deep- 
violet blotch. Mystic, 1917, we nick- 
named “Valentine.” One of the oddest 
of all gladiolus that we have ever 
seen, it has a very wide-open almost 
heart-shaped floret of raspberry rose 
with a creamy white throat peppered 
with deep rose. Somehow it is remi- 
niscent of old-fashioned lace-covered 
valentines. Biue Liry, 1921, with 
cup-like florets, is really light violet 
with small reddish purple blotches in 
a deeper violet throat marked by small 
white darts. Taurus, a fine velvety 
purple of 1925, a consistent show win- 
ner for Kunderd whether exhibited by 
the basket or as a single spike, was still 
winning blue ribbons in 1957. This is 
very remarkable since it is often said, 
especially of the larger gladiolus, that 
a variety is good only for about ten 
years. 

Doubtless the most talked of gladi- 
olus of its day is still an eye catcher, 
for a single bloom of it is easily mis- 
taken, because of both form and 
color, for a cattleya orchid. Slightly 
recurving, thus making the flowers ap- 
pear smaller, its petals are long, nar- 
row, laciniated (slashed), frilled and 
pointed. Named THE Orcuip, light 
lavender flecked with lavender pink,

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it has darker rose-purple markings in 
its cream throat. It was introduced in 
1924. The next year its originator, 
A. R. Sprague of California, yet an- 
other advocate of the small gladiolus, 
advertised it as the “leader of a new 
race of Gladioli, the most extraor- 
dinary ‘Breakaway’ since the Ruffled 
type was. brought out.” Described as 
“delicately beautiful,” it was first ex- 
hibited at Rochester in a painting, then 
as a single spike at the Boston Show. 
The price was $100 a corm. However, 
as it was a good propagator, by 1928 
it had dropped to $10.00. 

But novelties in small gladiolus were 
not new even in 1925. Victor Lemoine 
in Nancy, France, was working with 
unusual little ones in the earliest years 
of the century, before gladiolus were 
even well known in America. His 
gladiolus hybrids were among the first 
and most outstanding sorts brought 
here from France. Many of his varie- 
ties bore the blotches (odd, irregular, 
often contrasting marks) which have 
been intermittently popular ever since. 

No longer new to Europe, his small 
variety, Louris HEMON, was thus de- 
scribed by an early American fancier: 
“Usually the inner petals are entirely 
deep yellow except for slight markings 





at their edges and a little salmon at 
their tips. The outer three petals are 
salmon, more or less flaked with red. 
Florets are small and often placed on 
the side or upright on the stem but 
they certainly elicit comment.” Louis 
HEMON is what we now call a face-up. 
The odd arrangement and color of the 
petals give the effect of a triangle 
superimposed on a triangle. Today, as 
years ago, it challenges attention not 
because of its beauty, but because it is 
odd and colorful. Still a top contender 
at shows is Lemoine’s PELLETIER 
D’Oisy. Chartreuse with a diffused 
rose blotch, the florets more or less 
peppered and edged with rose, it is 
said to be behind the parentage of 
many of the so-called green gladiolus. 

Thus back through the twentieth 
century goes the story of the graceful 
little gladiolus of our garden, still 
fresh and unusual in color, distinct in 
personality, and oblivious to the pas- 
sage of time.®

The little

N INIATURE and small-flowered glad- 
i | iolus have an important niche in 
the gladiolus world by virtue of their 
exotic color range and certain unusual 
characteristics not found in most large- 
flowered varieties. Petals are often 
lacey-edged and ruffled, with wide 
spacing between florets which tends to 
give the impression of small orchids 
or butterflies perched along the stem. 
Floret size generally does not exceed 
314 to 3%4 inches in diameter. Grace- 
ful pliant stems and small florets make 
the miniature gladiolus very adaptable 
for flower arrangements and corsages. 

The following list of varieties is in- 
tended as a guide for the beginner. It 
includes varieties which I have ob- 
served for the past five years and 
which continue to perform well.

Shaner yp PLANTS are my undoing, 
and I am always eager to add to 
my collection. Before mentioning 
those which are on my acquisition list, 
let us first look at some of the unusual 
plants which are now growing in 
“Free’s fruticetum.” 

One of the best lilacs, to my way of 
looking at it, is Syringa Meyeri. It 
blooms so profusely that the foliage 
is almost hidden with dense panicles 
of fragrant pink flowers. It is a slow 
grower in our poor sandy soil, which 
should commend it to those who are 
similarly situated, especially if space is 
limited. My plant is about 4 feet tall 
and has bloomed perfectly each spring 
during the past five or six years. 

Japanese quince SPITFIRE, accord- 
ing to catalog descriptions, grows to a 
height of 4 feet, but two of my plants 
already have exceeded this height by 
2 feet. Although it is supposed to be 
fastigiate, it needs a little coaxing to 
keep it in line. This can be done by 
tying in the upright branches with 
string. Prune by pinching from time to 
time during the growing season to pro- 
mote plenty of short spur-like shoots 
which bear the flowers. 

Japanese storox, Styrax japonica, 
was planted in my garden with some 
reservations as to its hardiness in this 
cold neck of the woods and, sure 
enough, it was severely injured as a re- 
sult of the first winter. However, it 
came back last year with a bang and 
gave a wonderful display of its pendent 
fragrant flowers. This is a small tree 
which attains a height of about 30 feet. 

Asiatic sweetleaf, Symplocos pan- 
iculata, is a handsome shrub. When I 
planted it in the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden about forty-five years ago I 
discovered that it needed some shade 
to make it happy. When I set it out 
here at Buttonwoods I put it on the

north side of the Japanese storox tree 
with the intention of letting them fight 
it out. The tree won, so to give the 
sweetleaf a better chance the tree was 
pruned last fall and another pruning 
is scheduled during the coming sum- 
mer. Asiatic sweetleaf has pleasing 
white fragrant flowers in June but it is 
the bright blue berries which make this 
a really worth-while shrub. It is 
capable of reaching a height of 30 feet 
or more. 

A form of European hazelnut 
known as Corylus Avellana contorta 
has branches which twist and turn in 
every direction. Flower arrangers like 
it, and it appeals to devotees of the late 
Harry Lauder, whose bizarre walking 
sticks might have been derived from 
this plant. As Japanese beetles are 
partial to it, protect by covering with 
a piece of cheesecloth during the height 
of the beetle season. 

Plants that I would like to grow are 
legion but here are a few that I expect 
to order this year. 

Pink polka dot, Hypoestes sanguino- 
lenta is a striking plant, its leaves 
spotted with pink. I had this growing 
satisfactorily a few years ago but lost 
the plant when an unexpected frost 
caught it before I took it indoors. 
This is a good house plant for winter 
and thrives well when planted outdoors 
during summer. Cuttings should be 
taken in August to provide plants for 
indoors. :

Southern

M ARCH IS PLANTING TIME through- 
out the South. To keep our gar- 
dens attractive and interesting we must 
use not only the best of the old varie- 
ties but some of the newer plants each 
season. 

Perhaps first consideration should 
be given to the All-America Selections 
described and pictured in the January 
FLOWER GROWER. Two of these in- 
terest me particularly, MAYTIME petu- 
nia and PETITE DwarF_ French 
marigold. Both can be relied on for 
profuse bloom. 

Seed of a white impatiens, SNow- 
FLAKE, is being introduced this spring. 
This plant is shade-loving and grows 
where many annuals will not thrive. 
A little taller than impatiens SCARLET 
BaBy, it makes a fine companion plant 
for that variety. 

The description of verbena Ca- 
LyPso, which is being introduced this 
spring, sounds interesting. Flowers are 
said to be boldly striped in sharply 
contrasting colors; white with red, 
lavender on purple, light pink on dark 
rose, pink on white and an occasional 
solid color. I definitely shall try this. 

Interest in chrysanthemums has 
been growing in the South. The an- 
nouncement this year (see FLOWER 
GROWER February 1958) of the first 
All-America Chrysanthemum Selec- 
tions will do much to accelerate this 
interest. The four varieties so honored 
—EMPEROR, RUBY KING, BURNING 
BRONZE and SHowpiEcE—have all 
been extensively tested in gardens 
throughout the country and have 
proved themselves superior. See them 
in color on page 62. 

An unusual Baltic ivy introduced 
last year is SILVER VARIEGATED. The 
leaves, smaller than those of the fa- 
miliar green variety, are edged and 
dusted with silver. [SEE Pace 90]

OOD GARDEN EQUIPMENT goes a 

long way toward making various 
chores a pleasure and doing them effi- 
ciently. If you are contemplating a 
fertilizer spreader—almost a necessity 
for obtaining even fertilizer dis- 
tribution on lawns—look for these 
important features before making a 
purchase: a) a shutoff device that 
quickly stops the flow of fertilizer 
when desired and that is easy to use; 
b) a shutter that is rust-proof and re- 
sistant to corrosive action of fertilizer; 
c) wheel bearings made of a non- 
corroding material such as nylon or 
stainless steel; d) a forced-feed agita- 
tion so that fertilizer won't pile up and 
“bridge” in the hopper. 

For renovating bare spots on the 
lawn a handy piece of equipment is a 
spiked-disk lawn cultivator. This con- 
sists of a small roller covered with 
spikes. The bare spot is first seeded 
and then the disk is run back and forth 
over the area to work the seed into the 
soil. No topsoil is needed over the 
seed when this method is used. Water 
area thoroughly and keep moist. 

If disease caused browning-out of 
your lawn grasses last summer, start 
preventative treatment as soon as snow 
has melted. Use a [SEE PAGE 90]

Pointers

f Sos ANNUALS introduced during the 
past few years are really exciting 
and merit more general use. There 
is really no excuse for putting time 
and effort into inferior varieties. Petu- 
nias have been greatly improved. Of 
these I particularly like Fire Cuter, 
a brilliant scarlet-red; TWINKLEs, a 
bright rose-pink with a white star; RED 
SaTin, color well described by the 
name; and COMANCHE, a bright scar- 
let. All are free flowering and will 
bloom from early summer until frost. 
Most large seed houses list these varie- 
ties and many greenhouses offer them 
as bedding plants. Remember to ask 
for them by name. 

Chrysanthemum planting time is at 
hand. If lack of hardiness has been 
a problem in the past, take note of the 
interesting varieties developed by Dr. 
E. J. Krause of Corvallis, Oregon. 
Grace BRADSHAW is a fine white in- 
curve, very popular in flower shows 
last year. Mt. Hoop, an early white, 
often blooms in August here and 
carries well into October, little harmed 
by fall rains. The golden-bronze RUTH 
Scott blooms very early and is one of 
the finest in this color class. Grow 
enough so you will have some to cut. 

Dwarf perennial asters, or Michael- 
mas daisies, have achieved distinction 
under the hands of the capable hy- 
bridizer Professor Breithaupt of Ore- 
gon. They are very effective in solid 
beds or borders or as accents in the 
foreground of the perennial border. 
Colors come in many shades of purple, 
blue and pink, as well as pure white. 
The compact plants combine well with 
low-growing chrysanthemums and are 
a welcome addition for late fall color 
in the garden. Of sturdy constitution, 
they require little in the way of special 
attention except for dividing the plants 
in spring. Fine varieties [SEE Pace 92]

Hybrid rose bushes, almost all of which 
are budded on a root understock, are 
planted with the knob or union about 
1 inch below the surface of the soil. 


Many deciduous shrubs are sold with- 
out soil about the roots since they can 
be transplanted readily this way. A 
plant like this is called bare root. 


Small shrubs or rose bushes often are 
sold in pots. During transplanting 
there is little setback as roots are 
not disturbed to a serious extent. 


Evergreens and many other plants are 
sold with a good ball of earth about 
the roots and wrapped in burlap— 
referred to as balled and burlapped. 


FAMOUS ENGLISH GARDENER 
A once stated that if he spent £1 

on buying a plant, £4 were 
spent in planting it. This was prob- 
ably an exaggeration, whether pounds 
or dollars are the issue, but a fine gar- 
den, stocked with large, healthy 
shrubs, roses, fruit trees or other orna- 
mental woody plants, bears testi- 
mony to the wisdom of these words, 
no matter where the planting opera- 
tion is done. 

The shrubs and trees which you in- 
tend to plant are capable of living in 
their new locations for a very long 
time. If you want them to grow and 
flower well instead of suffering a drab 
existence or a lingering death take 
care how you plant. 

A few extra minutes’ work spent in 
thorough preparation of the soil and a 
little additional care at planting time 
pays off in developing bold, sturdy 
shoot growth and plants that will show 
themselves at their best year after 
year. 

Shrubs and trees newly arrived from 
the nursery should not be left lying 
about. If no time is available to plant 
straight away, take them out of their 
bundles, and if the bark looks shriv- 
elled or the roots appear to have been 
dry for some time, immerse the plants 
completely in a bath of cold water for 
twenty-four hours. Shrubs, such as 
brooms, which resent transplanting 
are usually sent out in pots or similar 
containers. On the other hand, ever- 
green conifers and other plants have 
their roots balied up and covered in 
burlap. These coverings should not be 
removed until the actual time for plant- 
ing arrives but special care must be 
taken to see that the roots are not al- 
lowed to become dry in the meantime. 

Sometimes frozen soil holds up 
planting operations for some time and 
in this case it is advisable to stand 
the plants in a shed or garage and to 
pack damp moss or peat around the 
roots. Failing this, people who live in 
areas where the winters are not too 
severe can heel in the plants where 
they will receive protection from cold, 
drying wind. 

Heeling in involves [SEE Pace 102]

A planting board such as is shown is 
a convenient device to use when spac- 
ing out plants at equal distances or 
to obtain the exact center of a hole. 


Set a balled and burlapped plant into 
the hole with the burlap attached. 
When it is determined that hole is deep 
and wide enough, remove burlap. 


The outline of the planting hole is 
easily marked as shown. The length 
of the string determines size of hole, 
which should be larger than root ball. 


After burlap is removed replace the 
board. Next adjust the plant so that 
the central trunk or stem rests in 
dead center or in notch of the board. 


Remove soil from hole and pile about 
perimeter. If possible let soil re- 
main out over winter before planting 
to improve tilth through frost action. 


After carefully firming soil about the 
plant and watering thoroughly, it 
is good practice to add a mulch over 
the soil surface to retain moisture. 


Root pruning and firming the soil—two steps essential to correct tree and shrub planting

Soil should be worked in around the 
roots with the hands so that it is in 
close contact with the roots. This 
helps new rootlets to form and obtain 
moisture and nutrients from the soil. 


Firm planting is essential to proper 
growth. A wooden rammer is a great 
aid although tramping with the foot 
will serve well. When hole is almost 
full add water; then fill with soil.

apples (round, firm and juicy), peaches (sweet 

yellow flesh enlivening the doldrums of August), fat 
purple plums, quinces, pears (like little golden suns on the 
bright green tree) and cherries (pies, cobblers and sauce 
or covered with cream). Home-grown, tree-ripened fruit 
has the flavor it was endowed with, not the weak, early 
flavor of commercially grown fruit. The home orchardist 
chooses his varieties for flavor; the commercial grower for 
size of crop and handling qualities. 

And nothing is more beautiful than an apple tree in 
blossom. Fruit trees bring beauty to the home garden as 
well as luscious fruit to the home gardener. 

Once upon a time the home orchardist was burdened 
with an elaborate and laborious spray program. It some- 
times seemed that he was constantly spraying, spraying, all 
spring, summer and fall. The recently developed all- 
purpose sprays containing both insecticides and fungicides 
have greatly simplified fruit tree spraying programs. These 
all-purpose sprays contain Malathion and methoxychlor for 
insect control and captan for plant diseases. 

Apple trees should be sprayed about nine times during 
the season. Other fruit trees need not be sprayed as often. 
The earlier sprays should be carefully timed according to 
the stage of the tree’s development; there is more leeway 
with the later sprays which cover the fruit. 

The first or dormant spray should be applied some warm 
day in spring before the buds swell. It cleans up aphid 
eggs, oyster shell scale and pear psylla. The green tip or 
delayed dormant spray comes next and is applied to apples 
only. Spray when the leaves are % to % inch long. 

All tree fruits receive the pink-bud spray just before the 
blossoms open and the petal-fall spray when the last of 
the petals are falling. Ten days after all the petals have 
fallen is the time for the shuck-fall (calyx) spray. At least 
two cover sprays should be put on not later than three 
weeks before harvest and about ten days apart. 


1 app HOME GARDEN SHOULD HAVE A HOME ORCHARD— 


A small power sprayer with a 15- to 25-gallon capacity 
is necessary if standard-sized fruit trees are to be sprayed; 
a knapsack sprayer or even’ a bucket pump will do for 
dwarfed fruit trees. However, gardeners with medium-sized 
or large gardens can make good use of a power sprayer 
small enough to be pulled around by hand. The extra 
volume and higher pressure of a power sprayer make for 
thoroughness and good control when spraying the roses as 
well as the apples and other fruits. Do not use a hormone 
type of spray (2, 4-D and its relatives) in any sprayer ex- 
cept one that is strictly reserved for weed killers; if you 
do, you may damage the trees. 

The pleasure and satisfaction of a home orchard come 
from having tree-ripened fruit of high quality. Some home 
gardeners place reliability ahead of top quality, but even 
tree-ripened fruit of an average quality is superior to much 
of the fruit on the market. 

Choice of variety is all important. Trees should be 
ordered by variety; the choice should not be left up to the 
nurseryman. 

Home gardeners can grow their apples on size-controlling 
rootstocks which reduce the size of the trees and tend to 
bring them into bearing sooner, usually a year or two after 
planting. Rootstock Malling IX produces the smallest 
tree—about 8 feet tall and 8 feet wide, a small tree, easy to 
spray, prune and harvest. Most fruit nurseries can supply 
the more popular varieties of apples already grafted on 
dwarfing rootstocks. 

Full-sized apple trees must be 40 feet apart and are im- 
possible on a small place. Even if they receive suitable 
care, they are often slow in coming into [SEE Pace 99]

THE “COMMON” GERANIUM is certainly no longer common 
but one of the most diverse, distinguished and delightful 
plant groups imaginable. If you know only the usual reds 
and pinks, so often planted in window boxes and public 
parks, I do urge you to make wider acquaintance. You 
will discover a whole new world of color and form among 
these plants, which properly should be called pelargoniums. 

The extensive collection which I have so enjoyed through 
the years belongs to Dorcas Brigham at Village Hill Nursery 
in Williamsburg, Massachusetts. Here geraniums give 
pleasure both indoors and out, for in summer great beds 
are planted with the brilliant colored-leaved varieties, a 
terrace plays host to almost a hundred different scented’s, 
and around the stone “petal” courtyard, separating cottage 
and barn, tubs of zonals bear great colorful umbels in the 
full sun of summertime. 

At any season the greenhouse is a joy, not only for 
flowers in snowtime but also for that pungent scent which 
is so characteristic and pleasing in the foliage of geraniums. 
This is noticeable outdoors, too, on the terrace when the 
early morning sun brings from the plants a marvelous 
mingling of odors—mint, nutmeg, rose, lime and ginger. 
To experience each sharply you must bruise a leaf and rub 
it on your hand. I find it pleasant, indeed, to start the day 
with rose- or lemon-smelling fingers or to have a scented- 
leaved bouquet to sniff on a bedside table at night. 

The way we start any collection of plants is usually 
amusing to recall. Quite unwary, we accept an African- 
violet leaf perhaps. Five years later we are looking for a 
bigger house to accommodate our collection. In Dorcas 
Brigham’s case, geraniums were first grown to supply the 
Memorial Day needs of those who visited the cemetery 
across the road from her greenhouse. In her country town, 
slips from such plants soon filled the neighborhood, and 
“something new” was wanted. Then the Brigham die was 
really cast in Whitemarsh, Maryland, when Dorcas, seeking 
“something new,” found something really old: six scented 
geraniums—rose, peppermint, lemon, nutmeg, FAIR ELLEN 
and Doctor LivINGsTon. Now at Village Hill there are 
some seventy-five or more scented’s, about fifty colored- 
leaved’s, the most interesting and unusual of the zonals, 
and a number of the newer dwarf varieties, so satisfying to 
those collectors with more enthusiasm than space. 

Once you get a glimpse of the possibilities of geraniums, 
you will find them almost maddeningly fascinating: you 
will want many different kinds, and even if you have a 
greenhouse you will be sure to overextend. The trick is to 
be very, very choosy. The list that follows will give you 
many groups from which to choose, as well as an idea of 
the scope of this popular plant—the “common” geranium. 





SIX UNUSUAL REDS 
The park superintendent may plant 
the O_ympPic RED because he has to 
think of price and easy summer per- 
formance, but for your window gar- 
den or small greenhouse you can select 
more unusual reds, perhaps the vibrant 
red-purple BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG, 
the white-centered scarlet-rose Bou- 
GAINVILLEA, the bright-red Mr. WREN, 
which has an irregular white border, 
the scarlet New Lire, with white 
flecks and stripes, the dark Nuit 
POITEVINE, Or SCARLET ROSEBUD. 
What an array these would make! 


PINKS AND SALMONS 

When I get to pinks and salmons 
(my own favorites), I really go on a 
spree. ALWAYS, DREAMS and INSPIRA- 
TION are in those melting pink shades 
that arouse in me a quite undeniable 
instinct of acquisition. There’s the 
deep-salmon BARBARA Hope and ENn- 
CHANTRESS, the lighter carnation-flow- 
ered JEANNE, and MME. THIBAUT 
(which turns from white to pink). the 
coral-toned cactus-flowered SOUTHERN 
Cross, the light-pink or rose-pink 
bird’s egg (or both), and among the 
lovely painted lady types (all with 
white centers), CHEERIO and Lapy OF 
Spain. Others in the pink range to 
enchant you are CALIFORNIA BEAUTY, 
Ecstasy, FIAT “ENCHANTRESS, GER- 
TRUDE, HONEYMOON, LULLABY, MRs. 
LAWRENCE, Mrs. NELSON Eppy and 
PINK SNow. 


AND SOME OTHER COLORS 

If you like orange, consider the fine 
pure-colored TANGO, La_ FIESTA, 
MAXIME KOoVALEVSKI or GLORY, whieh 
has a clean white center. And there 
are lavender-pinks or pink-lavenders 
like EpEE, HELEN VAN PELT WILSON, 
LAVENDER RICARD, REVERIE or SYLVIA; 
such purples as FANTASY, M. EMILE 
Davip and PATIENCE (two of the 
“bluest” of all). And I love the whites 
—STARLIGHT, MERRY GARDEN WHITE,

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VeRITE and WuiTE Macic. All are 
utterly lovely. 

But at this point perhaps I'd better 
back up this hobbyhorse and help you 
to be more selective. Suppose like 
most people your space is more limited 
than your affections and you'd like a 
fairly representative collection—that 
is, geraniums from each classification 
and not just the magnificent, though 
more familiar, zonal forms I’ve been 
talking about. Let’s say three dozen 
varieties in all is about your limit, and 
you'd like only a third of them to be 
zonal, in a wide range of color and 
form. Here’s a possible choice: 


TWELVE FINE ZONALS 

Always is a truly lovely double. 
Cream-white and_ pink-flushed, it 
makes a bushy plant for a winter win- 
dow or in light shade in the garden for 
summer. 

Apple Blossom bears great. single, 
exquisite flowers with veined white 
centers shading to scarlet edges. It 
belongs to the famous group called 
apple blossom here in the East but 
painted lady out in the West. An in- 
teresting change for window boxes and 
as choice a house plant as you'll find 
for a sunny spot. It looks well with all 
the salmon and scarlet varieties but 
not with the blue-red’s or crimson’s. 
(MMe. JAULIN is often called APPLE 
BLossoM and is also very lovely with 
large cupped flowers shading from 
deep-pink centers to white edges, the 
reverse of the coloring of APPLE 
BLOSSOM.) 

Lady of Spain, a delicate coral 
single with a white center, is another 
of the large-flowered apple blossom 
varieties. I find it utterly enchanting. 
(If you like this type you might also 
yield to the temptations of BOoUGAIN- 
VILLEA, handsome as its rosy purple 
namesake vine, or DRYDEN, a white- 
centered scarlet that blooms unusually 
well in winter.) 

Bird’s Egg is an old-time favorite 
which you’re bound to enjoy. Petals 
are stippled a darker color, particularly 
the lower ones, and so look like 
speckled eggs. I’d pick the single white 
for you because the dots show up well 
on this, but the pale pinks are charm- 
ing too. 

Cerise Carnation is a fine repre-

sentative of the notched-petal or car- 
nation group, and the most carnation- 
like, I'd say, of them all. (JEANNE or 
SWEET WILLIAM is a small-flowered 
single in this class that’s mighty pretty 
too.) 

Helen Van Pelt Wilson is a lovely 
soft-shaded single which the late Ernest 
Rober named for me. Light orchid to 
soft pink with a white center, it is a 
medium-sized plant with medium- 
sized flowers in fine profusion. 

Marguerite De Layre represents 
the single whites and is to my view 
quite indispensable. You might buy 
L’AuBE, SNOWDROP, SNOWFLAKE, SIM- 
PLICITY Or STARLIGHT and get about 
the same thing—single, pale pink in 
the bud, white, usually ruffied in 
flower, and a large, tall, free-blooming 
plant. This is an old variety which has 
rightly been treasured through the 
years. (PINK SNow is similar but with 
pale-pink petal edges.) 

Masure’s Beauty (sometimes list- 
ed as AMERICAN BEAUTY) is a big 
grower, a showy summer pot plant (for 
the courtyard at Village Hill) and a fine 
free-flowering window plant too. A 
double, with large, dark, crimson-rose, 
salmon-shaded flowers, it has coloring 
like that of the old AMERICAN BEAUTY 
rose. 

New Life, which goes back to the 
1880's, offers real amusement with, on 
the whole, narrow red petals, flecked 
and striped white. A single, it is un- 
usually variable. and also likely to 
adorn itself with all-scarlet and pink- 
centered white flowers, as well as the 
patterned blossoms of the type. (Dou- 
BLE NEw LIFE is fascinating too and 
through the years has acquired such 
descriptive nicknames as STARS AND 
STRIPES, FLAG OF DENMARK, and 
PEPPERMINT STICK.) 

New Phlox represents a group that 
comes from the West. It looks like 
garden phlox and there are both 
light- and dark-eyed varieties. This one 
is a single white with a vermilion 
center. (I like the light centered, lav- 
ender EpEE, too, and the coral-pink 
MONTEREY is exquisite. ) 

Paui Sloan is a dramatic single, so 
large and glowing are the flowers. 
You'll dote on the bright vermilion it 
brings to your window early in spring. 


Scarlet Rosebud, very double and 
just like a red rambler rose in bud, is 
first choice among ROSEBUD gerani- 
ums, which are probably of Canadian 
origin, and among the most delightful 
of the odd or unusual zonals. (APPLE 
BLossoM ROSEBUD is a darling too with 
carmine-rimmed white blossoms. I fell 
in love with it all over again at Village 
Hill last summer. Choice of just one 
ROSEBUD isn’t easy.) 


SIX COLORED-LEAVED 
GERANIUMS 


This group, also called fancy- 
leaved, is tremendously amusing, par- 
ticularly if your taste runs to things 
Victorian, as often happens today. 
The old varieties in this class go back 
at least to the middle 1880’s when in 
England they were valued as bedding 
plants. At Village Hill they are again 
used this way, the big pots moved out 
of doors to mingle with zonals in the 
courtyard or planted out in somewhat 
raised beds. What colors the leaves 
become! In this group we'll really 
have a hard time being selective. You 
could even halt here and decide to col- 
lect. these only, specializing in leaf- 
color groups. 

Alpha, almost a dwarf grower, has 
narrow red-brown zoning on greenish 
yellow leaves and single, narrow- 
petaled vermilion flowers. The leaf 
coloring is typical of the yellow-brown 
class. (Others of this type are GRAVES 
JUBILEE, BRONZE BEAUTY, the two 
MacMauons, and Roperick Duvu.) 

Beckwith Pride is tall and vigor- 
ous with marbled green leaves and 
bright-red, single flowers. It is one of 
the most lovely silver-leaved varieties, 
as is Mrs. PARKER, with double, soft- 
pink flowers. (Other nice ones in this 
class are MOUNTAIN OF SNOw or HILLS 
oF SNow—the latter oddly enough the 
taller—-MMe. LANGUTH and the very 
popular MMe, SALLERON.) 

Crystal Palace Gem is a brilliant, 
butterfly geranium. the yellowish 
leaves boldly marked with a dark-green 
butterfly form in the center. It is tall 
with single, salmon blooms, and may 
also be classified as a gold-leaved 
geranium. 

Happy Thought is another pretty 
butterfly type, with [SEE PaGe 72] 
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CAROL SUE UMBREIT FOR FLOWER GROWER 
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Candytuft (Iberis sempervirens) gives style to this front- 
yard garden. Also included are tulips, bleeding-heart, and 
pansies. Later bearded iris will continue the flower display.

How to get results from perennials 


Christine P. Florance says perennial plants should be combined 


with annuals, biennials and bulbs to give the best color effects 


year. I am tired of forever re-planting.” These 

words are heard over and over again by nursery- 
men and professional gardeners each season. What the 
speaker means is that she wants an all-perennial garden. 
At least she thinks that is what she wants. 

It is doubtful if you will find an experienced gardener 
anywhere who will not agree that in theory an all-perennial 
garden is a lovely idea, but in actual practice it may fail 
to work out satisfactorily. 

The reasons are that perennials usually occupy their po- 
sitions in the garden the year round, yet do not bloom— 
with a few exceptions—for more than two to six weeks. 
Then, if they have poor foliage or structural inferiority, 
they are an eyesore in the garden for the remainder of the 
growing season. 

In addition, unless the varieties selected are well suited 
to the particular locality, they may not survive the first hot 
summer, cold winter and general neglect they are often 
subjected to. In such cases, their constant replacement will 
cost three to five times as much as annuals, bulbs and 
biennials, unless they are grown from seed. Finally, the 
average perennial, under the most favorable growing con- 
ditions, may not last more than two or three seasons unless 


“T ET ME HAVE PLANTS which will come back every 
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care is taken to divide and reset the plants every few years. 
Yet perennials may be the cure-all for the gardening 
problems of the inexperienced grower if they are used with 
annuals, biennials and bulbs. In fact, experience has taught 
the old-timers of gardening to combine annuals, biennials 
and bulbous plants with some carefully chosen perennials, 
which will form the framework of the border or garden. 
The selection of perennials should depend on the climate, 
size and exposure of your garden, as well as your personal 
taste. Suppose, for example, you have a border covering 
an area 6 feet wide and from 60 to 106 feet long. This is 
about the average width and length used on the smail lot. 
Presupposing that there is an adequate background such 
as shrubbery, fence or wall, your choice of plant material 
for spring bloom might be as follows: candytuft (/beris 
sempervirens), small flowers in sparkling white and hand- 
some, shrub-like foliage; basket-of-gold [SEE PaGE 96]

MY GARDEN: an outdoor 


living area and garden 


from a vacant field 


by JOHN M. CLARK 


A challenge, because from this weed-infested tract of 

land one must create an ordered landscape with a 
character and charm which will harmonize with its sur- 
roundings. A joy, because the home gardener may make of 
it whatever he wishes—a rose garden, a wildflower sanctu- 
ary, an area for outdoor living. 

But the proverb says you can’t make a silk purse out of 
a sow’s ear, or in garden terms, you can’t grow roses in a 
desert. The physical characteristics and surroundings of 
the field, together with the use to which it is to be put, im- 
pose limitations on the landscaping plan. 

Our vacant field extended to the rear of, and was equal 
in size to, the well-planted grounds upon which stands our 
comfortable Georgian home. This tract in suburban Wil- 
mington, Delaware, was not bounded by those natural 
barriers, such as forests, lakes and hills, which give defini- 
tion to a landscape and afford it privacy and protection. 
A busy road curved along one side of the property and 
neighboring homes abutted the balance. 

The accessibility of the field from the house made it ideal 
for an outdoor living area. We also wanted a garden which 
could be viewed with pride from the house and, as a practi- 
cal measure, a place to store our tools and tractor. We 
wanted, in short, a garden to live in, a garden to work in 
and a garden to view. 

A planting of trees and shrubs which would define the 
field as a frame defines a picture was the obvious solution 
for the bare sides of the property. This frame planting 
should be distinctive but should not dominate the center 
area which would contain the focal point of interest and 
utility. Flowering shrubs, selected for a succession of 
bloom, were decided upon for this screen planting. 

Now in imagination our vacant field was encircled by 
dense green shrubs with here and there the darker green 
of a pine tree thrusting upward like a sentinel. As we 
strolled: through the weeds and brush which overran the 
field, we discussed ways to landscape the center portion

of our new property. Suddenly we remembered the long 
perennial bed behind the home of friends. Here was the 
point of interest we had been searching for. Lacking the 
gently sloping pasture hill which our friends enjoyed as a 
backdrop for their perennial bed, we decided to build an 
openwork brick wall similar to one we had seen at Brook- 
green Garden in‘ South Carolina. The openwork design 
would assure ample ventilation and avoid the oven effect 
of a solid brick wall in a Delaware summer. 

With the idea for the perennial beds, our landscaping 
scheme took a long step forward, and we turned to the 
problem of a centerpiece for the new property. It must 
include the center of our outdoor living area and a place 
to store our tools and tractor. What about a combined 
tool and garden house with a kitchenette for snack and 
beverage purposes? The perfect solution. 

With these basic ideas in mind, we wisely sought the 
counsel of Philadelphia Landscape Architect Frederick 
W. G. Peck. Mr. Peck stressed the importance of centering 
the perennial beds and the garden house, and advised that 
the corners and rear areas of the property be put to attrac- 
tive use. An annual garden was set out in an open space 
obliquely behind the perennial beds, and a long peony bed 
and a six-tree orchard were fitted into other rear areas 
within the encircling border of trees and shrubs. 

Mr. Peck suggested that the openwork brick walls which 
were to serve as a backdrop for our perennial beds loop 
outward in a serpentine pattern from each side of the 
garden house. He made a detailed sketch of the wall de- 
sign, but the height of the walls was determined by the 
family only after heated discussion accompanied by much 
piling up and pulling down of mortarless bricks. 

The basic outline and proporiions of the garden house 
were also sketched by Mr. Peck, but the actual design was 
completed by the family with the cooperation of the build- 
ing contractor. 

The serpentine walls, garden house, and shrub borders 
were all completed before the perennial [SEE PAGE 93]

(Upper Left) The serpentine brick 
wall is backed by lawn and flower- 
ing shrubs and trees. The young 
golden chain tree (Laburnum 
vossi) with its long racemes of 
golden-yellow, pea-like flowers in 
early summer makes a striking dis- 
play behind the low perennial bed. 
This tree will reach a height of 20 
feet, and brings the charm of old 
English gardens where it was first 
cultivated in 1560. 


(Upper Right) Spring in the peren- 
nial garden: daffodils, early tulips, 
bleeding-heart and pansies are in 
bloom; clematis climbs through 
the brick openwork from beds be- 
hind the wall; flowering shrubs 
and trees, among them a crab 
apple, are vivid bursts of color. 
Specimen trees spot the smooth 
expanse of lawn like stout burghers 
out on a Sunday stroll. The brick 
edgings around the perennial beds 
minimize maintenance, and their 
sharp outlines contrast with the 
lush growth and color of the 
flowers. 


(At Left) Early summer in the 
perennial garden—blue clematis 
flowers deck the wall while peonies, 
iris, poppies and iberis bloom in 
the bed. In the background may 
‘ be seen the border of shrubs and 
trees which gives protection and 
privacy to the garden. The peren- 
nial beds were planted in the fall 
of 1953. Planting for a succession 
of bloom was emphasized.

Chrysanthemums— 


finest plants for 


late-season color

tionately known, have much to offer as colorful long- 

blooming plants. For success with this queen of 
autumn flowers it helps to understand a few basic facts. 
Chrysanthemums are shallow rooted and require a sunny 
well-drained location. Since roots are near the surface they 
resent deep cultivation; and they don’t like to compete 
with the roots of nearby trees and shrubs for the meager 
supply of moisture available in the top layer of soil during 
the hot dry days of summer. By fall a young plant will 
have multiplied its growth six times in each direction. The 
root pattern of chrysanthemums, being compact and close 
to the surface, makes transplanting at any season an easy 
job. In fact, plants can be moved when in full bloom 
without setback—a nice landscaping trick to give a pro- 
fessional touch to your garden. A bed of plants grown 
especially for this purpose is a great convenience. 

The Chinese began hybridizing chrysanthemums over 
2,500 years ago. In the intervening years plant breeders 
from many lands have done much to improve existing 
varieties. The Oriental growers strove to win the approval 
of Eastern royalty for their chrysanthemums; European 
hybridizers concentrated on magnificent show blooms; and 
our American breeders tried to increase florists’ profits by 
producing stiff-petaled flowers which would ship well and 
last a long time in customers’ homes. During this period no 
effort was made to develop chrysanthemums for home 
gardens. 

Intensive breeding during the past few years has been 
focused on obtaining chrysanthemums with desirable gar- 
den characteristics. The fine varieties now available repre- 
sent six flower types: 

1) Single—In this simple daisy form a few rows of ray 
petals surround the central yellow disk. 


e HRYSANTHEMUMS, Or mums as they are more affec- 





2) Semidouble—More than five rows of ray petals sur- 
round a visible central disk. 

3) Decorative pompons—Blooms have incurving ray 
petals which conteal the central disk, but as blooms open 
fully, all but the central petals bend downward to produce 
a reflex type of bloom. Most of the garden chrysanthe- 
mums fit into this category. The notched petal or carna- 
tion-flowered chrysanthemums are variations of this type. 

4) Spoon—tThe ray petals are rolled into a tube at the 
disk but have their ends flattened into a spoonlike tip. 

5) Spider—The ray petals are tubelike, longer than 
those of other types and often coiled and hooked at the 
ends. These Oriental appearing blooms are usually grown 
with one flower to a stem for exhibition purposes, but 
plants may be grown in bush form. Their distinctive 
blooms add an exotic touch to any chrysanthemum 
planting. 

6) Early English—Plants in this category represent a 
new race which was bred for early blooming in English 
gardens. They are similar to pompons but have larger 
blooms. 

The ultimate height of chrysanthemum plants will vary 
from 10 inches to well over 3 feet, depending upon variety 
and cultural treatment. All of the very low-growing varie- 
ties, classified as cushion chrysanthemums, produce a multi- 
flowered, mound-shaped plant. The natural height of 
chrysanthemums can be controlled to a degree by pinching 
(removing) tips of new growth. However, it is important 
to consider the natural height of varieties when planning 
the garden. 

The plants you purchase will be shipped as bare root 
cuttings in damp sphagnum moss or more often as rooted 
cuttings which have been grown for a week or two in paper 
or plastic pots. Naturally, the potted plants [See Pace 85]

Ageratum is one of the best purple-blue annuals. The low compact forms are ex- 

























































































A t 2”-18" cellent as edging plants or in plant boxes. Tall forms are fine for cutting. Sow 
(Ageratum) seed early indoors in order to get early bloom. Grows well in full sun or half shade. 
BACHELORS BUTTON Bachelors-buttons or cornflowers are long-lasting flowers in the garden and when cut. 
“ 12-30" The newer strains are fully double with bright clear colors. A June sowing will 

(Centaurea) flower in late fall. For earlier bloom, sow seed outdoors in late fall. 
CELOSIA Celosia or cockscomb is fantastic in form, crested types resembling a cockscomb; the 
10”-36” plume types are like ostrich feathers. Flower heads may be dried by hanging head 
(Celosia) down in dry, warm, dark place for two weeks. Celosias like light soil, full sun. 
China-asters are valued highly as cut flowers. Base-branching types grow to 20 inches 
CHINA-ASTER 18”-30” tall, are compact and seldom need staking. For a long season of bloom, grow early 

(Callistephus) and late varieties. It is best to select wilt-resistant strains. 

CLEOME Cleome or spider-flower produces a bold effect in the garden. Plants tend to be leaf- 
48’ less at the base so that other annuals should be used in front of them. Sow seed in 
(Cleome) open ground. Long willowy seed pods add interest to plants. Space 2 feet apart. 
COSMOS Early strains are recommended as late types may not flower before frost. Keep the 
30”-48” faded flowers cut to prolong bloom or let a few go to seed to attract goldfinches. 
(Cosmos) Yellow and orange forms should be used more often than they are at present. 
AHLIA Many types of dahlias are easily grown from seed. The Unwin and Coltness hybrids 
D 18-60” are particularly useful, as plants are compact. Foliage is attractive; colors are 
(Dahlia) fresh and clear. Tubers may be dug in fall and stored in a cool place over winter. 
MARIGOLD Marigolds are one of the most dependable flowering annuals. The wide variety of 
6"-36” types available suggests limitless uses in the garden. A border solely of marigolds 
(Tagetes) can be fascinating by virtue of the diverse forms and the colors available. 
Nasturtiums are valuable plants for dry, sandy or gravelly locations. If soil is too 
NASTURTIUM 12”-15" rich there will be more leaves than flowers. Tall types may be trained on wires 
(Nasturtium) or allowed to fall over the edge of boxes or walls. Leaves may be used in salads. 
NICOTIANA Most nicotiana or flowering tobacco flowers open late in day and remain until morn- 
15”-30” ing. They are fragrant. White varieties show up particularly well at night. A few 
(Nicotiana) varieties- remain open during day. Best seen against background of taller plants. 
PETUNIA To insure good clear colors, petunias should be sown each year. Don’t make the mis-

(Petunia) Seed is very fine and is best started early indoors or outdoors in a cold frame. 
SNAPDRAGON Snapdragons are almost unsurpassed as cut flowers. In the garden their bloom spikes 
neceyacn 6"-36” are a great asset, offering contrast to the rounded forms of .most flowers. Pinch 
(Antirrhinum) plants several times to encourage branching; for continuous bloom pick flowers.

A growing garden hub 


or a growing oarden

REAMS AND AMBITIONS—what gardener doesn’t 

have them! The thoughts of a beautiful home 

setting, with plants at the peak of perfection, 
are the ideals which keep us forever interested in grow- 
ing plants. And a garden “hub”—such as shown here 
—with a place for tools and equipment and the means 
for starting and keeping gardens always at their best 
may also be tucked away in your gardening dreams of 
tomorrow. 

No doubt you have noticed that as your interest in 
gardening grows, or as you suddenly have more gar- 
dening space, so grows the need for more tools and 
supplies—and the problem of storing them. The dream 
garden hub we show here has everything the active 
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gardener would desire—from a greenhouse to special 
storage space for the twine to tie up rambler roses. It 
is also a place where you can actually be in your gar- 
den every day of the year, winter and summer. But 
gardeners must be realistic and practical, so FLOWER 
GROWER, THE HOME GARDEN MAGAZINE, has de- 
signed its garden hub to be a dream come true for any 
gardener. 

As you can see from the drawing, our garden hub is 
built in three sections so that it can grow with the 
garden or gardening interest. For the beginner or small 
garden, the needs are not too great. A small structure 
such as Section One should be ample. As you can see, 
even Section One—as a structure by itself—is more 
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than a garden tool garage. Every gardener needs a 
bench for potting, mixing sprays, transplanting seed- 
lings to flats and other stand-up jobs. Since the hub 
should be the center of your gardening activities, it is 
only natural that the bench and pot-storage area be in- 
cluded right at the start. Note, too, that your bins in 
which soil and peat moss are stored are also at your 
fingertips under the bench. 

Now, let’s take a look inside. You'll see in the 
drawing on the next page that hand tools predominate. 
(The full list of tools and equipment that Section One 


can accommodate is also on the next page.) Most of 
these are hung on the pegboard which lines the three 


walls. For the insecticides and other extras, there are 
special shelves that fit right into the pegboard. 

To accommodate the lawn mower, there is a niche 
in the back wall. Actually this is underneath the pot- 
ting bench. You might wonder about the little wooden 
platform on which you see the fertilizers stacked. This 
platform keeps these materials off the concrete floor 
and thus keeps them dry. 

This collection of tools and equipment is more than 
sufficient for all the gardening chores and operations 
that will present thémselves in a small garden.

THE COMPLETE GARDEN HUB 


Here is a front view of the complete garden hub 
which is shown in the large drawing above. You 
can see that there are ample storage facilities for 
all tools and equipment and there are large doors 
for easy entrance. Sections One and Two (on the 
right in the small drawing) are combined into one 
single building. Section Three is large enough to 
house all the large power tools. A concrete floor 
is advised, pitched so that water will drain away 
and not into the buildings.

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But very few gardeners stay beginners very long. 
When the gardening area is increased in size, or the 
interest becomes greater, the addition of Section Two 
will be made. This expansion is necessary, for now 
the tool collection is larger and supplies will be needed 
in larger quantities. This is the garden hub for the 
more advanced gardener. 

To expand the hub, the right wall is moved out and 
the interior space is just about doubled. You will also 
notice that a cold frame has been added. Unlike most 
cold frames, this one is elevated, at a convenient work- 
ing height. It is also right next to the potting bench. 
Since a gardener may now begin specializing and look- 
ing for unusual plants, he is often faced with the prob- 
lem of starting them himself. Hence, the need for a 
cold frame. One of the newer aluminum frames with 
a plastic cover will fit nicely here; but, of course, you 
can build one of wood and glass. Make sure that there 
will be some sort of drainage through the sides of the 
frame near the bottom. 

Inside the enlarged hub you will find room for more 
tools and supplies. (Note that underneath the cold 
frame there is an alcove for a hose reel or other equip- 
ment that must remain on the floor.) This may be the 
time when a few power tools will be incorporated in 
the collection since you have the room to store them. A 
power mower now takes the place of the hand mower 
and a lawn sweeper is another big acquisition. You'll 
also note that there is a larger sprayer, more pruning 
and cultivating tools, and fertilizers and chemicals are 
in larger sizes. In the list of tools, you can see what 
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HUB SECTION ONE—THE “BEGINNER” 
The first section of our expanding garden hub is just the thing 
for the beginner. All the tools he needs are conveniently hung 


on the pegboard or on special shelves. Hand tools predominate. 
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additions will fit in this large advanced gardener’s hub. 

When Section Three is added to the other sections, 
we call it the dream hub. This is for that stage when 
gardening becomes the big interest in family life—-when 
both husband and wife are actively engaged in the 
pastime. With the addition of a greenhouse, there are 
very few gardening activities which cannot be accom- 
plished in this garden hub. Gardening can truly be a 
year-round hobby. 


Section Three ,of the hub is made especially for the 
new power tools that would be needed for. this type of 
gardening operation. The push power lawn mower has 
given way to one of the riding kinds; a tiller now 
works the soil and does the bulk of the cultivation in 
the vegetable garden. For cultivating in and around 
the shrubs and even the flower border there is an elec- 
tric cultivator. Spraying is naturally a bigger operation 
in the enlarged garden; hence the need for a power 
sprayer which would keep several hundred roses or a 
small fruit orchard free of insects and diseases. Addi- 
tional power tools for the lawn would include a power 
sweeper and an electric lawn edger and trimmer. 
Rounding out the list of power tools would be a grinder 
or shredder for compost (not shown in the drawing but 
suitable for the hub). 

Every garden should have a hub around which all 
the gardening activities center. The hub should have 
ample room for tools and supplies and also a place 
where you can work. If yours is a small garden, with- 
out doubt Section One would be sufficient. The green- 
house can be added any time—even with [SEE PaGeE 70] 
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SECTIONS ONE AND TWO-—THE “ADVANCED” 


Add another section to the first and you have an advanced garden 
hub. There’s room for more tools and supplies to keep up with 
© growing interest in gardening. You'll need some power tools now.

A Growing Garden Hub 


[FROM PaGE 68] the first section—also 
the cold frame. In fact, you may want 
your cold frame before you erect your 
first hub. 

If you are a handyman, you can see 
from the drawings that this is a hub 
that you can actually build. In fact, 
it was designed to use standard lengths 
of wood and pegboard. The cost of 
building would naturally depend on 
your location, but it would be within 
the means of almost every ardent gar- 
dener. In the April issue of FLOWER 
GROWER, THE HOME GARDEN MAGA- 
ZINE, we will have detailed drawings 
showing how the dream hub can be 
constructed. There will also be details 
on the proper procedures. 

Our selection of tools is based on 
two things: the size of the garden and 
the amount of garden activity. The list 
is, naturally, arbitrary, and it is quite 
possible that even though a garden 
may be limited in size, it could de- 
mand some of the equipment we listed 
in the advanced and supreme groups. 
We know, too, that gardeners are al- 
ways seeking newer tools and equip- 
ment for better gardening, and here is 
this month’s selection for trial this 
spring. 

Something new in rotary lawn mow- 
ers is incorporated in fhe Swivel Boy 
made by the Seminole Mower Co. of 


Swivel Boy 


Decatur, Ill. Instead of the usual four 
wheels, this mower has three—one 
large wheel that is rigid and two 
smaller ones that swivel. This unusual 
change in wheel placement is said to 
allow cutting a complete circle around 
trees and shrubs without lifting or 
pulling the machine. The mower is 
adjustable to cut from 1 to 3 inches 
high, and comes in three sizes: 18- , 
21- and 24-inch cutting widths.

a gasoline engine is the lawn fertilizer 
spreader. The manufacturer, Schneider 
Metal Manufacturing Co., 1805 South

Fertl, Inc., South Norwalk, Conn., 
has now produced a new mixture for

cludes not only the cubes but also 
perlite and an instruction folder. Seeds 
are started in the cubes, which are 
first filled with perlite. After the seed- 
lings get started, cube, roots and all 
are transplanted without disturbance 
or loss due to soil disease. The regu- 
lar kit has 40 cubes; an economy size 
has 120. 

The name Northrup King is well 
known in the garden field. Almost all 
gardeners have planted Northrup King 
seeds at one time or another. This 
year Northrup King is offering some- 
thing new for gardeners—a combina- 
tion lawn spreader and garden cart. 
The spreader is designed like a small 
wheelbarrow and broadcasts seed or 
fertilizer over a full 36-inch strip with 
overlap to prevent skips. When not 
used as a spreader it converts into a 
cart. A positive control for applica- 
tion rates and clog-free opening assure 
homeowners of accurate, depend- 
able and speedy lawn seeding and fer- 
tilizing. 

Speaking of fertilizing—whether it 
be the lawn or garden—it is a very im- 
portant garden operation. 

There are those gardeners who like 
the dry forms of plant foods and others 
who prefer solubles. The latter group 
will be interested in the new Fertileze 
combination kit. The main element in 
the kit is the Flow Mixer. This is a 
sphere-shaped mixing unit which is at- 
tached to the hose. It looks almost like 
an earth satellite. Fertilizer (or insecti- 
cide, weed killer and the like) is placed 
inside the sphere and is combined with 
water as it flows through the mixer. 
Also included in the kit are a root 
feeder, 9 pounds of 14-element plant 
food, a 10-pound bag of fine lime and 
an acid-alkaline soil test kit. 

The combination is offered by Fer- 
tileze, Inc., Memphis, Tenn., and is 
available from local dealers. Natu- 
rally, each part of the unit can be 
purchased separately if desired.

[FROM PaGeE 55] cream-centered leaf, 
scarlet flowers. (There is also PINK 
HAPPY THOUGHT.) 

Mrs. Pollock (sometimes listed as 
Lapy or MME. POLLOCK) comes with 
single or double -vermilion flowers and 
dark red-and-orange-splashed medium- 
green leaves with brilliant yellow scal- 
lops. One of the brightest. (The 
maple-leaved Skies OF ITALY with 
autumn tints is another blazing tri- 
color, so too the vermilion-purple-yel- 
low-shaded Mrs. Cox, with pink flow- 
ers, and the purple-pink, cream-edged 
Miss BuRDETT Coutts, with red flow- 
ers. Both of these are harder to raise 
and so are more expensive, and I'd just 
as soon keep these free of bloom to 
avoid color competition. ) 


SIX DWARF GERANIUMS 

These have lately become extremely 
popular—lI suppose because our homes 
are so much smaller now than the 
eighteenth-century ones in which ger- 
aniums were first treasured. I will 
never be mad about the little fellows in 
any plant group, but a few of them do 
belong in your first collection. Sizes 
vary here. There are the 6-inch minia- 
tures like ALDEBARAN, BLACK VESU- 
vius, ELF, FAIRYLAND, IMP, and 
Picmy; the 6- to 10-inch dwarfs like 
RUFFLES and SPRITE, and maybe Nuc- 
GET; and the semi-dwarfs above 10 
inches like EMMA Hoss er, LITTLE 
DARLING, MME. FOURNIER, Mr. 
EVERAARTS, and RED SpipeR. There 
are plain and fancy-leaved types 
among these smaller geraniums, so 
you could have considerable variety 
with these alone if you wished. 

Two miniatures I like are Imp and 
PicMy. Imp stays tiny for years and 
is a steady bloomer with good-sized, 
single, salmon flowers. PiGcMmy is bright 
red with tiny flowers in scale with the 
tiny plant, and pretty, light-green, 
scalloped leaves. It’s quite a fast 
grower too. (Don’t be surprised if 
some of these small geraniums are 
relatively high priced; it’s because they 
take forever to grow and thus cost a lot 
to raise.) 

Two dwarfs for you might be the 
VARIEGATED LITTLE DaRLING (or 
VARIEGATED KLEINER LIEBLING) with 
crinkled, silvery gray-green, white- 
bordered leaves and single, rose-pink 
white-centered flowers like a small star 
phlox, and RUFFLES, a semi-double 
salmon, easier to raise than some of the 
little ones, with flowers that hug the 
leaves and give the plant the look of a 
coral brooch. (If you want more of 
the nice variegated’s, choose the golden 
tricolor ELF or NucGet, the silver 
tricolor FAIRYLAND, or the pink-flushed 
silver-leaved SPRITE.) 

Two semi-dwarfs, both very attrac- 
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tive, are the double pink EMMa Hoss- 
LER and Mr, EveRAarRTs, a double, 
deep shocking-pink. I wish you could 
have room for several of each, because 
grouped in a tray they are most effec- 
tive and both are fine free bloomers. 


SEVEN INDISPENSABLE 
SCENTED-LEAVED’S 


Next to the zonal, this is the largest 
group. If you kept at them, you might 
find seventy-five or even more and with 
no duplications, and you’d treasure 
every one. Many go back to 1632 
when Dutch and English navigators 
brought them to Europe. By 1800 
Pelargonium radens and P. graveolens 
were grown in France and Turkey as 
adulterants for the expensive attar of 
roses. Today you will enjoy their 
various scents too, and once you are 
mindful of the scented’s you will dis- 
cover them in all sorts of places. Al- 
most every old lady who grows plants 
has some scented geraniums that may 
be descendants of those her grand- 
mother grew. Here are seven to start 
you off in seven different scented di- 
rections, 

Rose-Scented’s, Pelargonium gra- 
veolens includes a number of more or 
less strongly rose-scented varieties. 
Choose LaRGE-LEAF Rose or LITTLE- 
LeaF Rose (P. graveolens or P. graveo- 





lens minor) for they probably have the 
best rose smell, the former with big 
heads of rosy purple flowers on a tall 
plant; the latter, low and compact with 
tiny rose blooms. (Gray Lapy PLy- 
MOUTH has less scent but a very inter- 
esting leaf. OLD-FASHIONED ROSE is 
really a lemon-rose, as is also ROBER’S 
LEMON Rose. RED-FLOWERED ROSE is 
not so noticeably scented but has good 
big flowers—bright cerise with black 
spots. ) 

Lemon-Scented’s. The LEMON 
GERANIUM (Pelargonium crispum) is 
curly-leaved as parsley and the first one 
for you with a marvelous fresh lemon 
scent and small lavender flowers 
brushed purple. (P. crispum minor is 
the Fincer Bowl with a citronella 
smell and really tiny leaves. PRINCE 


RuPERT in this group is pretty too, the 
variegated forms of it having less 
scent. ) 

Fruit-Scented’s. Considerable im- 
agination of a quite personal kind goes

agree with me. The large, free-bloom-. 
ing, orchid PRINCE OF ORANGE you will 
like—though whether it smells like 
orange or lemon to you I cannot tell— 
and the excellent Lime (Pelargonium 
nervosum.) (Perhaps P. scabrum will 
suggest apricots to you, P. odoratissi- 
mum the smell of apples.) 

Mint-Scented’s. For you Pun- 
GENT PEPPERMINT (Pelargonium den- 
ticulatum tomentosum) must be first. 
It has fresh scent and is a handsome 
plant with rather small leaves. The 
tiny white flowers are carmine-marked. 
P. denticulatum to most of us smells 
more of roses than mint, but P. tomen- 
tosum or PEPPERMINT is fine and 
minty with great downy. leaves—excel- 
lent for a box or tub outdoors in 
summer. ) 

Spice-Scented’s. In this group 
NuTMEG (Pelargonium fragrans) is de- 
lightful and also GINGER (P. torento). 
Do get both. (ROLLISON’s UNIQUE is 
also a favorite of mine, a climber with 
great cerise flowers to make a green- 
house or sunroom wall cry with color. 
It is one of the handsomest of all ger- 
aniums and is included here because 
its leaf smells, of all things, of 
pepper!) 

Pungent-Scented’s. Lots of nice 
varieties belong in this class, especially 
the oak-leaved’s, Pelargonium querci- 
folium. Fair ELLEN with purple- 
marked, rough, sticky leaves and lav- 
ender flowers of medium size is my 
choice. (The _ beautiful bright-red 
Mrs. TAYLOR may appeal to you more. 
Try southernwood-leaved P. abrotani- 
folium with silvery, feathery leaves, or 
CLORINDA with the largest flowers of 
all the scented’s, suggesting rather P. 
domesticum varieties, with brilliant 
orange-flushed cerise flowers and a 
smell of eucalyptus in the leaf.) 


THREE IVY GERANIUMS 
If you live in California the idea of 
y types will strike 
you as laughable. There whole lawns 
and terraces are covered with them. 
But I have in mind us poor Easterners 
with whom this group inclines to lead 
at times a precarious life outside a 
greenhouse. The ivies bloom first dur- 
ing the sunny weeks of February and 
continue lightly from June to October 
if pots are plunged in an open sunny 
place outdoors. 

Duke of Edinburgh has cream- 
edged, somewhat yellow-mottled leaves 
and rather small, single, salmon-pink 
flowers. It’s charming and a good 
bloomer at a window. 

Fred A. Bode, Sr. probably has the 
largest flowers among the ivi 
red to cerise—and the plant stays com- 
pact. It is not a fast grower. 

L’Elegante (and let’s not call it 
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SUNseT Ivy anymore) ‘ has lovely, 
thick, rose-tinted, white-edged, light- 
green leaves when grown in full sun 
and <a little on the dry side. The glis- 
tening single flowers are a delicate 
lilac-white. A lovely thing. 


CLIMBING AND CACTUS 
GERANIUMS 


These are the greatest eye openers 
in the genus and most ungeraniumlike 
in appearance and behavior. You will 
want at least two in this class but 
hardly more in a small collection be- 
cause they do not have year-round 
good looks. 
spring, however, they are as interesting 
as any window plant you can grow. 

The Knotted Storksbill (Pelargo- 
nium gibbosum), a climber with a tu- 
berous root, is essential, first (for me) 
because the single, greenish-yellow 
flowers give off in the evening a de- 
lightful fragrance, and then because 
the color is rare among geraniums. 
The gray-green leaf is lovely, too, and 
the tan, “knotted’’ corky stems most 
interesting.

‘Tomatoes— 
from seed 
to salad bowl 


by F. F. ROCKWELL 


OU CAN HAVE RICH, JUICY HOME-GROWN TOMATOES 

\ from early July until well into November. You'll be 

surprised—if you haven’t been growing your own 
lately—to discover that the fine sweet-tangy flavor you used 
to associate with this king of garden fruits isn’t just a 
figment of nostalgic memory. To attain its true luscious 
flavor, a tomato must ripen on the vine. Store-bought 
tomatoes, picked when still green, and sometimes shipped 
hundreds or thousands of miles and wrapped in red tinted 
cellophane to give them at least the appearance of ripeness, 
bear little resemblance to home-grown tomatoes. 

Another good reason for growing your own tomatoes is 
that they give maximum yield from minimum space. A 
dozen well-cared-for plants in a row 25 feet long, or even 
less, will provide all the tomatoes an average family can 
use, with a generous surplus for canning and for tomato 
catsups, relishes and pickles. And you do not need a spe- 
cial vegetable garden in which to grow your tomatoes. 
Any sunny spot with good soil will do. Individual plants, 
suitably supported, can be decorative additions to a mixed 
border of shrubs or perennials. Our grandmothers grew 
small tomatoes (they called them “love apples”) solely for 
decoration; tomatoes were then considered inedible. 

The first step toward delicious, home-grown tomatoes is 
to order your seed early. Early ordering is the only way 
to make sure that you will get exactly the variety or va- 
rieties you want. One packet of tomato seed contains 
enough seed for two sowings—the first sowing for an early 
crop, the second for tomatoes from midsummer until 
killing frost. 

Starting a dozen or so plants for the early crop requires 
only a few inches of space on a sunny window sill in a 
room in which the night temperature does not fall below 
55°. For the first four or five days after planting, the flat 
or pot may be kept on top of a radiator to hasten germina- 
tion of the seeds. Start your seed ten weeks before the 
usual date of the last frost in your vicinity. If you plan 
to transplant your seedlings to individual pots as soon as 
they begin to crowd—a month or so after sowing—start 
your seed at least twelve weeks before the date of the last 
frost. Strong, vigorous seedlings may be transferred di- 
rectly to 3-inch peat-moss and fiber pots and later set out 
in the garden, pot and all. We now use this method ex- 
clusively; the shock of transplanting is much less than when 
the seedling is set out in the garden from a flat or even 
from a clay pot.

Phlox biooms by the calendar. Mrs. King has said that 
each variety or species comes into bloom on very nearly 
the same day every year. Having kept records on a large 
collection for several years, I can vouch for the accuracy 
of this statement. 

Versatile, fragrant, colorful, blooming by the calendar— 
phlox is the perfect flower for the home garden. But most 
home gardeners already know this, for phlox is a popular 
flower. 

The generic name phlox is derived from a Greek word 
meaning flame. Some authors say it refers to the flame-like 
color of the flowers of certain species; others that it refers 
to the flame-like appearance of the unfolding flower buds. 
Phlox is a member of the polemoniaceae family which also 
includes gilia, collomia, cobaea and cantua. From the 
home gardener’s point of view, phlox is the most important 
member of this family. 

Of the fifty or more species of phlox, all but one 
(P. sibirica from Siberia) are native to the continent of 
| North America. With one exception (P. Drummondi), all 
the known species are perennial. Many of the species 
native to western North America do not readily adapt 
| themselves to an eastern environment. Some of these 
western species, as P. caespitosa, P. Douglasi, P. diffusa and 
P. Hoodi, are found at high altitudes where a covering of 
snow provides excellent winter protection [SEE PAGE 82]

Versatile, Fragrant Phlox 


[FROM PaGE 81] over a long period. 
P. Drummondi, annual or Drum- 
mond phlox, was named in honor of 
Thomas Drummond, who sent seeds of 
it to England in 1835. Its wide variety 
of colors and color patterns makes it 
desirable as a cut flower or as an 
addition to the annual border or the 
foreground of the perennial border, 
especially where bulbs have given 
color earlier in the season. The buff 
colored varieties of P. Drummondi are 
the nearest approach to yellow in 
phlox. TWINKLE, an All-America Se- 
lections bronze medal winner in 1957, 
is a dwarf star phlox (P. Drummondi 
stellaris). Its petals are variously cut 
and fringed; at present only seed of 
mixed colors is available. BEAUTY 
phlox develop into round compact 
bushes 6 to 8 inches high, covered with 
large blooms almost twice the size of 
the older strains of dwarf phlox. Colors 
in this strain include blue, pink, 
salmon, scarlet and white. GLOBE 
phlox, an All-America Selection for 
1952, was named for its globe- or 
dome-shaped blooming habit, which is 
retained throughout the season. 

Be patient when you sow seed of 
annual phlox, for it does not germinate 
as quickly as that of other annuals— 
zinnias for example. Two or three 
weeks may elapse before the seedlings 
appear above ground. 

P. Arendsi, a perennial species 
blooming in early summer, is the result 
of a cross of varieties of P. paniculata 
with a seedling obtained by crossing 
P. divaricata and P. divaricata La- 
phami. Georg Ahrends of Ronsdorf, 
Germany, the nurseryman who did the 
breeding, was searching for a hybrid 
intermediate in height and blooming 
time between the two parents (P. di- 
varicata blooms in spring; P. panicu- 
lata in midsummer). The first varieties 
of P. Arendsi were exhibited in Eng- 
land in 1912; in the next two years, ten 
varieties with feminine German names 
such as GRETE, KATHA, LUISE and 
SoPHIE were introduced. I have never 
seen a variety of P. Arendsi with good 
clear colors. Apparently P. divaricata 
dominated the cross, muddying the 
colors of the P. paniculata varieties. 
Few kinds of P. Arendsi are now avail- 
able in the United States. 

All lovers of phlox will agree that 
Miss LINGARD, a variety of P. suffruti- 
cosa, is one of the most outstanding 
phlox. Introduced by Appleton about 
1895, it is still difficult to equal or sur- 
pass in quality and beauty. Its glossy 
dark-green leaves with only one promi- 
nent vein, and its cylindrical spikes of 
white flowers with perhaps a slight 
tinge of pink at the center, make a 
wonderful display in late May and 
early June. Miss LINGARD will bloom 








again later in the season if the flower 
spikes are removed after the blossoms 
have dropped; side branches which will 
bloom in midsummer wili develop. 

Other varieties of P. suffruticosa are: 
MIss VERBOOM, sometimes called PINK 
Miss LINGARD (in my opinion, a de- 
ceptive and unjustified name, for it is 
decidedly inferior to Miss LInGarRD); 
and Miss Cook, white with a dark eye 
or center, at one time very popular. I 
have a list of over forty other varieties 
of P. suffruticosa, but very few of them 
are available in this country. Everyone 
will agree, I think, that Miss LinGarD 
is the best of this species. 

Summer perennial phlox, varieties of 
P. paniculata (listed in some catalogs 
as P. decussata) are the most popular 
with home gardeners. What would a 
garden be without phlox in July, 
August and September? Their wide 
range of colors and color patterns pro- 
vides a strikingly beautiful display, 
preceding many of the hardy asters 
and other fall-blooming plants in the 
daisy or composite family. 

Summer perennial phlox will grow 
in a wide range of soil types. How- 
ever, their heavy, comparatively shal- 
low, fibrous root systems appreciate an 
abundance of water and fertilizer. 

The color of the original species 
(P. paniculata) of summer perennial 
phlox is purple. Hybridizers of the 
past and present have developed many 
other colors. What we need now are 
some true blues and yellows. 

Hybrids of P. paniculata do not 
come true from seed and should there- 
fore be propagated from vegetative 
cuttings, root cuttings or divisions of 
the old plants. New plants may be 
purchased in spring or fall. If either 
new plants or divisions of old clumps 
are set out in the fall, a winter mulch 
to prevent heaving (caused by alter- 
nate freezing and thawing of the 
ground) is essential. Vegetative cut- 
tings should be taken in spring from 
the new growth. 

P. divaricata, P. stolonifera, P. ni- 
valis, P. suffruticosa, P. subulata and 
their hybrids can be increased from 
vegetative cuttings as well as divisions; 
annual phlox (P. Drummondi) can be 
easily grown from seed. 

Phlox has three major enemies: red 
spider mite, powdery mildew and leaf 
spot. The best protection against all 
three of these enemies is (1) destruc- 
tion of all plant tops and fallen leaves 
in the fall, and (2) proper division and 
spacing of the plants. 

The red spider mite is a minute 
sucking pest which multiplies rapidly, 
infesting the undersides of the leaves. 
The leaves turn light yellow in color, 
giving the plant an unsightly appear- 
ance. If present in sufficient numbers, 
the red spider mite will so weaken the 
plant that it will fail to bloom. The 
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pest will usually form webs at this 
stage. At present the best method of 
control is the use of an Aramite or 
Malathion dust or spray applied ac- 
cording te the directions on the con- 
tainer. Remember that the red spider 
mites infest the undersides of the 
leaves; the dust or spray must therefore 
be directed upward so that it strikes 
the mites. Weekly applications are de- 
sirable. Syringing the plants with a 
fine, powerful spray of water will dis- 
lodge the mites and destroy their webs. 

Powdery mildew, a fungous disease, 
occurs frequently on both annual and 
perennial phlox. A gray downy growth 
appears on the upper surfaces of the 
leaves and, if unchecked, later spreads 
to the under surfaces. Powdery mildew 
is most prevalent on plants growing in 
damp shady places or on plants so 
crowded that there is poor circulation 
of air among the clumps. Cold, humid 
weather also favors the development of 
this disease. Sprays or dusts of Kara- 
thane, sulfur or copper are helpful in 
controlling powdery mildew. 

Some varieties of phlox are more 
resistant than others to this disease. 
The old variety, ECLAIREUR, which was 
introduced by Lemoine in France in 
1889, is outstanding in this respect. 
Miss LINGaRD is definitely resistant to 
powdery mildew. Mozart, introduced 
by Lemoinc in 1889, and ELIZABETH 
CAMPBELL, a beautiful salmon-pink 
introduced about 1910, are susceptible. 

Leaf spot, the third important enemy 
of phlox, kills the leaves on the lower 
part of the plant. The plant patholo- 
gists have not yet discovered the cause 
of leaf spot: However, several factors 
seem to favor its development— 
crowded planting, insufficient water 
for proper growth, insufficient plant 
food and failure to divide the plants. 

All phlox plants should be divided 
every third or fourth year, since the 
centers of the clumps tend to become 
hard and woody—so much so, in fact, 
that it may be necessary to use an ax 
or hatchet to split the clumps. The 
worn-out, hard woody centers should 
be discarded; only the outer parts, 
which are young growth, should be 
planted. Divisions may be of any size, 
depending on the amount of bloom 
desired for the following season. 

Hybridizers obtain new varieties of 
phlox from seed. It is interesting 
work, but there is no way of knowing 
what the results will be. Thousands 
of varieties must be grown before one 
worthy of selection is found. 

It is frequently said that when sum- 
mer perennial phlox (P. paniculata) 
self-sow, the resulting plants tend to 
revert in color to the purple of the 
original species. To check this state- 
ment, I sowed a mixed lot of open pol- 
linated seed outdoors on November 10, 
1956. The seedlings began to appear

above ground on March 29, 1957. 
Two hundred and eleven seedlings were 
transplanted on May 29, 1957. Fifty 
bloomed during the summer: thirty 
pure white, six white with a dark cen- 
ter, fourteen in various other colors. 
This experiment proved that when 
summer perennial phlox self-sow, the 
great majority do not revert to the 
purple of the original species, at least 
during the first generation. 

I saved eleven of the whites which 
resulted from this experiment for fur- 
ther trial, though I don’t expect that 
any of them will equal Mary LoulseE, 
one of the finest white varieties of 
P. paniculata. 

Two of the most important contem- 
porary breeders of new varieties are 
Captain B. Symons-Jeune of England, 
who is developing excellent varieties in 
the paniculata group; and J. Herbert 
Alexander of East Bridgewater, Massa- 
chusetts, who is working primarily 
with the subulata group. The work of 
Mr. Alexander is especially interesting, 
for very little attention has been paid 
to the subulata group in this country. 

Through 1956 a total of 1542 plant 
patents had been granted by the United 
States Patent Office. Of this number, 
six were for varieties of summer peren- 
nial phlox. Patent rights have expired 
(the life of a plant patent is 17 years) 
on the following varieties: CoLUMBIA 
(P. P. 118, issued January 15, 1935); 
AucustTa (P. P. 252, June 22, 1937); 
and ATLANTA (P. P. 329, April 25, 
1939; this patent was released in 1941 
and the variety “dedicated to the 
American public”). Anyone may now 
propagate these varieties without in- 
fringing on the rights of the patent 
holder. OLYMPIA, CHESAPEAKE and 
P. nivalis sylvestris (listed in some cat- 
alogs as Dixie BRILLIANT) are still 
protected by patents.

[FROM PAGE 63] cost slightly more, 


but they are less likely to suffer trans- 


planting shock. If you wish to start 
new plants from your older established 
plants in the garden, take softwood 
cuttings in spring from new growth 
and root in moist sand. You can also 
divide old clumps, each division having 
a leafy stem and a small portion of 
stolon with roots attached. 

Space plants of the cushion type at 
least 12 inches apart; the taller-grow- 
ing varieties 18 to 24 inches apart. 
From the standpoint of practical gar- 
dening a chrysanthemum bed should 
be limited in width to 5 feet with no 
more than four rows of plants running 
the length of the bed. Tall-growing 
varieties should be placed in the center 
rows. The actual planting date may be 
any time after the usual last frost date 
for a given location, but the plants 
should be making good growth before 
the hot days of July. 

A mulch over the entire bed is an 
ideal way to eliminate the need for 
cultivation and provide a uniform sup- 
ply of moisture in the top layer of soil. 
I like to use a 1- to 2-inch layer of 
leaves which have become wet and 
compressed by open storage over the 
winter. Then, to keep the bed neat 
and reduce the crop of crab-grass 
which would develop in the leaves, I 
cover the bed with a 1- or 2-inch 
layer of peat moss. Except for water- 
ing during dry spells, the ground area 
of a mulched chrysanthemum bed will 
require no further care. 

Cushion chrysanthemums will de- 
velop into well-shaped plants with no 


further attention, but taller varieties 
require pinching. This means removal 
of the top half inch of terminal growth 
by pinching, or perhaps a better term 
would be cutting, for the soft growth 
is actually cut between the thumbnail 
and index finger. The first pinch is 
made when the plant is 6 to 8 inches 
tall and well established. This causes 
new shoots to develop below the pinch, 
and these in turn should be pinched 
when they are 3 or 4 inches long. All 
pinching should cease by August 1, for 
flower buds begin to form shortly after 
that date. For extremely early varie- 
ties, those flowering in late July or 
early August, pinching should cease 
several weeks earlier. 

Biweekly feeding with a complete 
plant food is recommended. Also a 
good all-purpose spray should be used 
as soon as growth commences in spring 
and continued until flowering time. 
Spray should contain both a fungicide 
and insecticide. 

Use chrysanthemums on terraces, in 
wall plantings, mixed borders or mass 
displays. Be sure to grow enough so 
that you can have plenty for cutting. 
It is possible to make a good display 
without any advanced planning, but it 
is much better to work out a planned 
landscape picture. 

The area to be planted should be 
drawn to scale as though you were 
viewing it from above. This is easily 
done by using crosshatched paper on 
which each square represents 3, 6, 9 
or 12 inches. The size of the area and 
the paper will determine the scale, but 
it should be large enough so each plant 
will show as a circle of ¥2 to | inch in 
diameter. The plants may then be

sketched in so that they blend with 
other plants in a pleasing pattern. 
Such a plan will help determine the 
number of plants required but it won’t 
give the full picture. This may be ob- 
tained by making an elevation draw- 
ing. Such a drawing would have the 
same scale, but it would indicate hori- 
zontal and vertical measurements as 
one would see them by looking straight 
ahead at the plants. To indicate the 
planned color harmony, fill in each 
area on the drawing with the appro- 
priate color crayon. 

There are hundreds of varieties 
offered for sale. To limit recom- 
mended varieties to twenty-five pres- 
ents a tough job of selection. I have 
compiled this list on the basis of my 
own experience as well as upon the 
stated preference indicated in polls of 
the membership of the National 
Chrysanthemum Society, Inc., U.S.A.

out started plants. Such has never been 
the case in the trials we have made. 
We do, however, make our late plant- 
ing—mid-May to June 1—under plas- 
tic Hot-kaps, both to hasten germina- 
tion and to protect the seedlings from 
flea beetles. 

There is more argument about varie- 
ties of tomatoes than about varieties 
of almost any other vegetable; new 
varieties are introduced in an endless

stream—most of them to be forgotten 
after a season or two. As a general 
rule the extra-early kinds are inferior 
in quality and have short bearing sea- 
sons. The home gardener with space 
for only one or two varieties may best 
omit them, as he will gain but a few 
days by planting them. 

Of the late sorts, select a time-tested, 
standard main-crop variety, such as 
RUTGERS, MARGLOBE or STOKESDALE. 
If you want to experiment, try just a 
few plants of some other variety whose 
catalog description happens to appeal 
to you. Keep in mind, however, that 
many varieties do much better in some 
sections of the country than in others. 
Among recent introductions that we 
have tried and liked here on Cape Cod 
are GLAMOUR, the nearest to crack- 
proof of any tomato we have found; 
and BurPEE Hysrip, fairly early but 
long yielding. If you have never tried 
a yellow variety, put in a plant or two 
of JUBILEE or SUNRAY. Yellow toma-

flavor and, combined with a red sort, 
make a strikingly colorful salad. If 
you want really big tomatoes to show 
or boast about, plant seed of Pon- 
DEROSA Or BEEFSTEAK. The climbing 
or tree tomatoes are big yielders but, 
to our taste, lack the quality of the 
standard kinds. The little red or yellow 
cherry tomatoes are pretty to look at 
both on the plant and in the salad 
bowl. . 

We have grown tomatoes success- 
fully in all types of soil from heavy 
clay to almost pure sand. However, 
tomatoes demand good drainage in 
heavy clay soils and plenty of water in 
sandy soils during dry spells. To main- 
tain constant moisture in very sandy 
soils, work in plenty of humus (ma- 
nure, compost or peat moss) and 
mulch around the plants. For the 
mulch our preference is Staydry, a 
poultry litter made of shredded sugar 
cane. 

Tomatoes are not at all fussy as to 
the soil pH. They do, however, like 
full sun and require an abundance of 
plant food. A complete plant food 
such as 5-10-5 (applied before plant- 
ing at the rate of 4 pounds per 100 
square feet) supplemented by an appli- 
cation of superphosphate (3 to 5 
pounds per 100 square feet) encour- 
ages the plants to give a big yield. 
Tomatoes planted in heavy soils need 
no further feeding unless they have 


| failed to develop healthy, dark-green 


foliage by the time the first flower buds 
appear. In this case side-dress with 
nitrate of soda or ammonium sulphate 
(2 to 3 pounds per 100 square feet) 
or give a foliar feeding with a high 
nitrogen solution. Too much nitrogen 
is to be avoided, however, as it will 
induce the plants to make a strong 
vegetative growth at the expense of the 
fruit. In light, sandy soils it is desira- 
ble to feed the plants at intervals of 
two to four weeks throughout the 
season. 

Tomatoes produce more _ evenly 
ripened, perfect fruits if trained to sup- 
ports and pruned. Some gardeners like 
to train them to single stalks, pinch- 
ing or cutting off every new side shoot 
as it appears. Tomato plants may also 
be tied to a trellis or to three or four 
parallel wires, the first wire being 
about 6 inches above the ground. Ties 
should be of soft twine, 16 inches long. 
Twistems, pieces of paper-covered 
wire, are more convenient than twine 
and may be re-used the next year. 

We prefer a three-cane training sys- 
tem: two laterals near the base of the 
plant are spread out fan-wise to either 
side of the main stem, which has been 
tied to a single stake. All secondary 
side branches should be removed from 
these laterals. 

Diseases and insect pests which at- 
tack tomatoes are not numerous; the

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general-purpose garden spray program 
usually takes care of those which do 
appear. Blossom-end rot is not a 
disease but a physiological condition 
caused by a combination of high tem- 
peratures and excessive drying out of 
the soil. 

The use of Blossom-set, a hormone 
spray, will prevent blossom drop and 
hasten the formation of early fruits, 
especially under unfavorable weather 
conditions. Tomatoes may scald or 
blister in extremely hot, sunny weather; 
temporary shading from midday to 
late afternoon will usually prevent this 
condition. Unevenly shaped or de- 
formed fruit should be snipped out of 
the clusters as soon as observed. 

Knowing when to pick your toma- 
toes is important. We leave the fruit 
on the vine until it is a uniform color 
and beginning to get soft to the touch. 
Even then the tomatoes are not dead 
ripe, so we place them on a window 
sill or on a board in sun to ripen. 

Damage from early frosts in late 
fall may be prevented by covering the 
plants with old burlap bags. Use some 
of the green fruits to make piccalilli 
and relishes. Before killing frosts 
threaten, gather all fully developed 
half-ripe and green fruits, wrap them 
individually in sheets of newspaper 
and store in a-cold frame or a frost- 
proof shed. Use them as they ripen; 
you will have fresh tomatoes well into 
November. The flavor is not as fine as 
that of vine-ripened fruit, but it is still 
far superior to that of most store- 
bought tomatoes.® 





Dr. F. A. Bartlett 
Honored for Interest in 
Shade Trees 


e Dr. F. A. Bartlett, founder and 
board chairman of the Bartlett Tree 
Experts, is known for his pioneer- 
ing work in the application of sci- 
ence to the care and preservation 
of shade and ornamental trees. He 
was honored for his research in 
horticulture at the American Hor- 
ticultural Council meeting in Den- 
ver, Colorado, last fall. 

Dr. Bartlett established the Bart- 
lett Tree Research Laboratories to 
study and scientifically resolve the 
challenging problems in entomol- 
ogy, pathology and physiology in 
tree care. He also helped to de- 
velop new techniques and tools.

Northern Pointers 


[FRoM PaGeE 48] (Arabis albida flore- 
plena) is much better than single form 
and it always should be used in pref- 
erence. It is a hose-in-hose type of 
doubling in which one flower appears 
to grow within another. It is not com- 
monly offered by nurseries and even 
then is usually sold under the wrong 
name of A. alpina flore-plena. It is 
an excellent subject for rock gardens 
and, in England, favored as a ground 
cover in bulb beds. 

Miniature _pelargoniums, _ better 
known as miniature geraniums, take 
up little room in the window garden. 
I plan to start a collection of the 
fancy-leaved kinds if time permits. 
(See Helen Van Pelt Wilson on page 
54.) 

I guess I had better stop or my wife 
will say something to the effect of 
“you are biting off more than you can 
chew again” and I shall have to admit 
that she is right. But I shall be in good 
company because all good plantsmen 
are a little daft!® 


Southern Ramblings 


[FROM PAGE 48] Use this fine plant as 
a climber on walls or as a ground 
cover; it may also be grown indoors. 

Dwarf or low-growing plants are 
valuable in foundation plantings and 
for small properties. The recently in- 
troduced dwarf nandina may be grown 
in either sun or shade and will never 
grow taller than 10 to 12 inches. 
There are several dwarf hollies and 
two that I especially like. Ilex crenata 
Helleri has very small leaves of a good 
deep-green color. The other one, 
I, vomitoria nana, has small leaves and 
is exceptionally dwarf in its habit of 
growth. Both plants may be kept down 
to 12 to 15 inches. They grow in any 
normal garden soil and seem satisfied 
in either sun or shade. 

Buddleias, with their lovely fragrant 
flowers, are adaptable for use in all 
sections of the South. Particularly fine 
is the variety HEVER CasTLE which 
forms a dense, much-branched bush. 
In late spring the stems are covered 
with tightly set lavender flowers in 
clusters which keep for days when cut. 

Dwarf cannas, developed by the 
German hybridizer Wilhelm Pfitzer a 
few years ago, are receiving much fa- 
vorable comment. These dwarfs pro- 
duce exceptionally large flower heads 
on plants about 30 inches high and 
remain in bloom over a long season. 
While cannas do well in ordinary gar- 
den soil, they are particularly suited to 
low spots where there is an abundance 
of moisture. 

A new garden device that I espe- 
cially like is a plant root feeder. A 
long metal tube with a fertilizer car- 
tridge is attached to a garden hose and 


pushed into the soil near the roots. 
When the water is turned on, the 
fertilizer is dissolved and carried to 
the roots. This is a fast and convenient 
method of giving plants a quick boost 
with fertilizer.® 


Midwest Pointers 


[FROM PaGE 49] fungicide formulated 
especially for this purpose. 

One rose that I must order this year 
is CARELESS Love. The color of the 
flowers is most unusual, being white, 
white and pink, pure pink and apricot 
yellow—all on the same bush. An- 
other topnotcher is KARL HERBST 
with all the quality of PEACE but a 
gorgeous deep-red color. 

In shrubs I am enthusiastic about 
the new forms of Euonymus vegetus 
and E. patens which have appeared 
during the past two years. EMERALD 
CUSHION is particularly choice. It 
forms a bush that looks almost like 
boxwood. Plants can be sheared to 3 
feet but will grow to 4 or 5 feet if not 
sheared. 

Of the 1958 annuals dianthus WEE 
WILLIE is my pet. This is a miniature 
sweet William that starts to flower 
when only 2 inches tall. An annual, 
it flowers seven weeks after sowing. 
For those who prefer perennial forms 
of dianthus, MipceT DouBLE DwarF 
is a good choice. It grows only 3 to 4 
inches tall and is covered with bloom. 

Of all bedding petunias, I consider 
LinpA to be the best in salmon-pink. 
In all the years since it was introduced 
I have never seen it grow rank or fail 
to bloom. 

Pansies in the Midwest are usually 
through flowering by mid-July. If you 
wish to extend the flowering season, 
sow some of the large-flowered Scotch 
violas. These are reliable perennials. 
I have had plants that have lived for 
five years. 

Annuals for dried arrangements next 
winter should be planted now. Two 
items that you must not overlook are 
bells-of-Ireland and celosia. For a 
marvelous monochromatic color ar- 
rangement, use bells-of-Ireland with 
celosia GILBERT’S GREEN GOLD. 

For an interesting edging plant, | 
like bush morning-glory RoyaL EN- 
SIGN with its vivid royal blue flowers. 
Height of the plants is only 12 inches. 

Good annuals for shade include im- 
patiens DwarF FIERY SCARLET, coleus 
RAINBOW MIXED, vinca LITTLE PINKIE 
and Torenia Fournieri. 

Most sweet peas do not grow well in 
the Midwest. However, try the Cuth- 
bertson floribunda varieties which re- 
sist heat, and flower all summer if 
flowers are kept picked. With our ex- 
treme summer heat it is best to train 
the vines on string, netting or brush in 
preference to chicken wire. 

In tests of grass seed mixtures for

West Coast Pointers 


[FROM PaGE 49] remember three rules 
for growing plants successfully: 

1) Buy healthy, vigorous plants 
suitable for your climate. 

2) Locate and plant them properly. 

3) Supply their five basic needs: 
water, proper soil preparation, fer- 
tilizer, regular pruning or division 
when required and systematic pest and 
disease control. 

Here are some nominations for 
plant materials that should add spice 
to any Western garden. Some are 
brand new, others are introductions of 
the last season or so. 

Annuals from seed are a quick 
means of obtaining color in the garden. 
Bells-of-Ireland, so old that it’s con- 
sidered new, has proven to be a big hit 
in the past two years. It is valuable 
because it has green flowers (botanists 
say they are bracts—not real flowers) 
and is excellent for flower arrange- 
ments either when first cut or when 
dried. 

A new zinnia for °58 is the strain 
PRIDE OF DIELDRIN which has been 
under test in gardens across the coun- 
try for two years. The seed-trade 
people predict that it will be a hit with 
its immense shaggy, cactus type of 
flowers in lovely fadeproof orange 
colors. 

Tubers are a sound investment and 
will go on giving pleasure year after 
year. A world’s first is offered this 
year in begonias—the picotee type in 
basket or hanging form. A large-sized 
tuber will develop into a plant approxi- 
mately 30 inches square in one season 
and at its peak will yield more than 
one hundred blooms. 

An almost new perennial is a pink 
Marguerite which appeared on the 
market in the San Francisco Bay area 
in 1957. All through California white 
and yellow Marguerites are prime fa- 
vorites because of their ability to 
bloom continuously eight months of 
the year. 

Exciting mew fuchsias_ include 
WAIKIKI, a trailer with large double- 
red corolla and recurving sepals of 
white and blush pink. Miss VALLEJO, 
another 1958 debutante, is said to be 
the largest pink ever introduced. 
Though it has upright form, it may 
also be trained as a trailer. KERNAN 
ROBSON is expected to be one of the 
real novelty hits this year by virtue of 
its unusual smoky-red blooms. 

An interesting rose is LITTLE Dar- 
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“QUEEN OF VINES*

[FROM PAGE 58] beds were touched. 
A few clematis vines were already 
climbing through the openwork walls 
when during the course of a summer 
we prepared the 7-foot-wide perennial 
beds for planting by turning the soil 
and working in sand and humus. 

As fall planting time neared, we 
again enlisted the aid of a professional, 
Mrs. Edward Garra of the Pennsyl- 
vania School of Horticulture. Mrs. 
Garra advised multiple plantings for 
a succession of bloom, use of taller 
plants and flowers in the rear of the 
beds, and avoidance of colors which 
would clash with the red-brick back- 
drop. 

The selection of colors was really 
very simple. Flowers of white, lemon 
and golden yellow, all shades of blue, 
and surprisingly enough, deep true-red 
harmonize well with red brick. Peony 
PATRIOT, surrounded by late tulips, 
foxgloves and opening iris, makes a 
dazzling display before the brick walls.

The perennial poppy, however, has de- 
parted, for it turned out to be scarlet 
rather than true-red. 

Because we enjoy twilight and even- 
ing in the garden, numbers of white 
flowers have been planted. When the 
white foxglove spikes have finished 
blooming delphinium and white phlox 
glimmer through the summer evenings 
like stars on a foggy night. 

The summer-long succession of 
bloom begins with daffodils and tulips 
in the spring. The garden is not ex- 
clusively perennial, for mature zinnias 
and marigolds are moved in from the 
starting rows in the annual garden to 
fill the vacancies left by finished fox- 
gloves and tulips. Chrysanthemums 
are carried over the winter in cold 
frames. In the spring cuttings are 
taken from these plants, rooted in the 
cold frame, and then placed in the 
annual garden. During late summer 
they are transplanted into the perennial 
beds to replace the zinnias and mari- 
golds and to supplement the now- 
sparse patches of lilies and peonies.

[FRoM PaGE 56] (Alyssum saxatile), 
yellow; and blue phlox (Phlox divari- 
cata). These perennials would go well 
with tulips; and for added color in- 
clude such biennials as pansies, forget- 
me-not (Myosotis sylvatica) and sweet- 
rocket (Hesperis matronalis). 


Early spring perennials are mostly 


low in height and should be used as a 
portion of the edging material. Actu- 
ally, the four listed above are tall 
enough in flower to be used just back 


of the pansies to keep the important | 
edging area open for season-long | 


bloom. Tulips are the mainstay for 
center height and are placed with the 
idea of using their space for petunias 
or other low annuals in the summer. 
Daffodils are omitted, not because they 
lack beauty but because they bloom so 
early that their contribution has been 
made to the garden before the main 
flower crop comes along, and it seems 
best to use them in colonies where the 
unsightliness of their ripening foliage is 
not so prominent. 

Pansies in solid colors or mixtures 
may be used in plentiful quantities to 
edge the border. In the Mid-South 
they bloom all winter when started 
early enough in the fall, and they con- 
tinue in great profusion until the hot 
weather of mid-June. They may be 
replaced at that time by dwarf forms 
of marigolds, ageratum, petunias, or 
the annual sweet-alyssum. No peren- 
nials known could provide half the 
color and beauty to the vital edging 
portion of the border as the pansies 


and the annuals mentioned above. 


Forget-me-nots provide a lacy foil 
for the strong accent points made by 
the tulips. Hesperis gives some height 
and leafiness at the back of the border. 
One brave gardener of my acquaint- 
ance sowed salad greens in her border, 
ate and enjoyed the leafy greens all 
winter and had the greenish yellow 
flowers they made in the spring for her 


| final dividend. They were tall where 


height was needed—and beautiful be- 
sides. 

For early summer, the following 
perennials can be selected: peonies, 
bearded iris, day-lilies (Hemerocallis 
species and varieties), and cottage pink 
(Dianthus plumarius). Among bien- 
nials, use sweet William (Dianthus bar- 
batus), foxglove (Digitalis purpurea), 
and Canterbury bells (Campanula 
medium). 

These early summer perennials, like 
those used for spring, are able to en- 
dure successfully our hot, dry summers 
and maintain, with reasonable care, a 
decent appearance even when not in 
bloom. In addition, the flat bold leaves 
of the iris, the round, indented leaves 
of the peonies, the flowing lines of the 
hemerocallis foliage and the grayish

green rosettes of the dianthus create a 
fine garden composition of line, color, 
shape and texture. For these combined 
features they are accepted as “good” 
perennials for Southern gardens, and 
of course will do just as well farther 
North. 

The biennials, sweet William, fox- 
gloves and Canterbury bells occupy 
strategic positions in the center and 
back of the border. They provide the 
round and the pointed flower forms so 
important in the garden picture. (Bi- 
ennials can be grown from seed and 
are well worth the little extra effort 
this takes.) 

Being biennials, they are expendable 
and, after flowering, their space should 
be filled by such annuals as snap- 


dragons, zinnias and marigolds to carry 
on into fall. 

For midsummer, late summer and 
early fall, concentrate on phlox (Phlox 
paniculata)—a genus discussed in de- 
tail on page 81—perennial asters and 
chrysanthemums. 

Perennials such as asters and chrys- 
anthemums should be selected in the 
dwarf sizes if your border is only 6 
feet in width. There are many com- 
pact varieties available, however. In 
the selection of all plants care must be 
exercised not to choose large, over- 
hanging varieties which shut off both 
light and air from the smaller peren- 
nials. Unless this precaution is taken, 
even your most reliable perennials will 
have to be replaced each year. 

Someone is sure to say “Well, now, 
what about such perennials as gail- 
lardia, asclepias, torch-lilies (tritoma), 
veronica and Shasta daisies? Are they 
not also good perennials for the Mid- 
South and northward? And you left 
out the Dutch iris, scillas, hyacinths 
and lilies. They do nicely, too.” 

Of course they do, and many others 
as well, but you can’t plant everything 
in one small border. (In fact, the 
more experienced you become, the 
more you will want to experiment with 
other perennials and, consequently, 
want to enlarge your border area.) 
So, for the most beauty and the least 
trouble and expense, choose a few 
perennials recommended for your area 
to bloom in spring, summer and fall. 
Use them in generous drifts in and out 
along the entire length of the planting. 
Leave alternating spaces for bulbs and 
biennials in spring and early summer 
to be followed by annuals later on. 
Such a plan can be adapted to any 
space and taste and will reward your 
efforts beyond words.®

[FRoM Pace 53] bearing and produce 
far more fruit of one variety than the 
average family can possibly use. To 
avoid waste, grow several varieties of 
apples on one tree. Select your varie- 
ties so that you will have fruit over a 
long period. Usually one branch of a 
single variety will provide all the 
apples needed until the next variety is 
ready. 

Unless storage space with a steady 
temperature of 32° is available, the 
emphasis should be on summer, fall 
and early winter apples. 

Lopt, a tart yellow cooking apple, 
starts the apple season about the first 
of August. WELLINGTON, a very new 
red cooking apple, is ready a week 
later. RED MELBA, EARLY MCINTOSH 
and MILTON, all excellent eating ap- 
ples, are next in season. These are 
followed by WEALTHY, a dual purpose 
sort, good for both cooking and eat- 
ing. McINTosH, long famous for its 
dessert quality, also makes a fine tree. 
If several varieties are to be grafted 
on one tree, MCINTOsH is first choice 
for the parent stock because of its 
strong well-shaped tree. Two good 
cooking apples of McINTOSH season 
are WEBSTER and TWENTY OUNCE. 
RHODE ISLAND GREENING is also well 
known in the kitchen. 

The best of the McIntosh family is 
MacouN—medium sized, very attrac- 
tive and delicious. Later apples of 
high quality are GOLDEN DELIcIous 
and NORTHERN Spy; they cook well, 
too. MONROE, IDARED and ROME 
BEAUTY are late cooking apples. 

BARRY, just introduced, is tops in 
quality and ready two weeks before 
McIntosH. Another excellent variety, 
rarely grown in this country, is Cox’s 
ORANGE PIPPEN, the leading apple in 
England. 

Pears in the home garden should 
be grown on the quince root—the 
stock nurseries use to produce dwarf 
pear trees. TYSON, a late August pear, 
starts the season. Following in order 
of ripening are CLAPp’s FAvorirTe, 
BARTLETT, GORHAM, SECKEL and 
BUERRE Bosc. These Northern varie- 
ties are too susceptible to fire blight 
to be grown south of Pennsylvania. 
Southerners will have to be content 
with the low-quality, blight-resistant 
varieties which are recommended by 
their experiment stations. KIEFFER, 
WaITE and ORIENT are blight-resistant. 

Blight is a major problem in pear 
growing, but care to prevent excessive 
vigor will reduce its severity. The 
trees should be maintained in moder- 
ate vigor by avoiding severe pruning 
and excessive use of nitrogenous fer- 
tilizers.

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when tree ripened. The immature 
peaches so often sold in the markets 
are a far cry from the delicious tree- 
ripened fruits of a good variety. 

The earliest varieties are not the 
best but are good enough to start the 
season in late July. If you learn to 
bud, you can grow just enough of 
each variety to keep the table supplied 
until the better varieties ripen. 
ERLYVEE is very early. It is followed 
by DrxirReED, JERSEYLAND and ORIOLE, 
the latter hardier than most varieties. 
The better sorts come next: Rep- 
HAVEN, TRIOGEM, FAIRHAVEN, SUN- 
HIGH, HALEHAVEN, SUMMER CREST, 
EARLY ELBERTA and ELBERTA, ripen- 
ing in that order. These are yellow- 
fleshed varieties. 

Several white-fleshed peaches are 
worth growing because of their su- 
perior quality. My choice is RARITAN 
Rose and CHAMPION, but RED ROsE 
and LaTE Rose are also good. 

Nectarines (peaches without fuzz) 
are increasing in popularity because 
of their distinct flavor and superior 
quality. If only one variety is to be 
grown, select GARDEN STATE. Other 
varieties are JOHN RIVERS, NECTAROSE 
and NECTACREST. 

Plums are small trees easily cared 
for. There are far more kinds and 
interesting flavors than most people 
realize. 

The European varieties are best for 
the good fruit regions. STANLEY is 
most reliable and is tasty enough for 
most palates. ITALIAN PRUNE (listed 
in some catalogs as FELLENBERG) is 
another old favorite. Two very choice 
French varieties are DE MONTFORT 
and SANNO!Is; they bear over a long 
period and the fruit keeps well on the 
tree. The GAGE varieties are very 
sweet and rich and are unequalled as 
a dessert fruit. Try EARty TRANS- 
PARENT GAGE, GOLDEN TRANSPARENT 
GAGE or GREEN GAGE. 

The Japanese plums are of low 
quality. However, they are reliable 
and ripen earlier than the European 
varieties. ABUNDANCE. and BURBANK 
are old standards. For plum butter 
and preserves, one tree of SHROPSHIRE 
Damson should be planted. 

Sweet cherries are delicious; every- 
one likes them. But the trees get too 
large to spray, the birds get the crop, 
and brown rot, maggots and cherry 
aphis are serious problems unless the 
trees are thoroughly sprayed. Better 
grow strawberries and raspberries. 

If you have the equipment for 
spraying large trees, try one or more 
of the following good varieties of sweet 
cherries (listed in order of ripening): 
EarRLy RIVERS, EMPEROR FRANCIS, 
SCHMIDT, NAPOLEON and HEDEL- 
FINGEN. MONTMORENCY is the stand- 
ard sour cherry; it is best for pies or 
freezing. The tree is smaller and more 
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easily managed than the sweet cherry 
tree. 

One tree of ORANGE quinces will 
provide fruit for a lot of quince jelly. 
The small tree is attractive in bloom. 

The tree fruits do best in areas 
where they are grown commercially, 
usually because the winters in those 
areas are not too severe and hard 
spring frosts do not occur frequently 
when the trees are in bloom. Steady 
cold all winter (not lower than 15° 
below zero), followed by a cool late 
spring that holds blooming back until 
settled warm weather arrives, is best 
for fruit. 

The principal soil requirement for 
fruit trees is good drainage. The tex- 
ture and acidity of the soil are not 
important if the drainage is good. 

Trees should be ordered early and 
planted as soon as the soil can be 
worked. If the season is dry, water 
well and mulch until adequate rains 
come. 

Young trees should be cultivated or 
mulched to control weeds, which will 
limit their growth. Bearing trees may 
either be mulched heavily enough to 
keep down weeds and grass or the 
grass may be mowed several times. 
Trees growing in sod need more 
nitrogen than cultivated trees. Heavy 
mulching with hay will probably 
supply enough plant food for most 
trees. It may even supply too much. 

Young trees are pruned primarily 
to develop a tree that will be struc- 
turally strong when it reaches bearing 
age. The main limbs or scaffold should 
be a foot apart and point in different 
directions. If two limbs of equal size 
produce a Y-shaped crotch, one should 
be cut back each year until it becomes 
a branch of the other. If one of the 
limbs is small when the crotch is dis- 
covered, it may be removed entirely. 
Crotches with both members of equal 
size break easily under the stress of a 
heavy crop or high wind. 

In general, bearing trees need light 
to moderate pruning each year, not 
heavy pruning at longer intervals. Thin 
out crowding and broken branches and 
correct crotches. Pears and plums 
should be pruned very lightly, apples 
moderately, and peaches somewhat 
heavier as pruning is a way of par- 
tially thinning out the peach crop. 
When in doubt prune lightly; make 
no cuts without good reason. 

Prune after the severe cold of 
winter is past, preferably after the first 
of March. Heavy pruning in early 
winter followed by severe cold later 
may result in winter injury to the tree. 

Thinning fruit of peaches, plums 
and apples is necessary to assure size 
and quality. Thin in late June and 
early July. Fruits on apple and peach 
trees should be 6 to 8 inches apart; 
plums should not touch each other.®

[FRoM Pace 5Q] digging a trench 
about 15 inches deep, mounding up 
the soil along one side, and then 
standing the plants close together with 
their stems and shoots leaning against 
the soil bank. The roots are then cov- 
ered with a generous layer of soil 
which should be trod down firmly. 

It is worth while taking trouble to 
insure that the soil is well broken 
down into fine crumbs before plant- 
ing. Beds or borders to be devoted 
to shrubs should be dug 2 feet deep. 
This is especially beneficial for gross 
feeding plants such as roses, which 
will repay time spent in providing a 
deep root run. Bulky animal manures 
and coarse, undecomposed compost 
are unsuitable materials to use in the 
preparation of the soil for most shrubs 
and trees. Well-rotted manure or com- 
post can be of great benefit if used 
sparingly. On the whole, it is advis- 
able to use peat moss or vermiculite 
for improving the condition of the soil, 
with perhaps the additional assistance 
of sand or some other form of grit if 
the soil is heavy. 

There is a good deal to recommend 
the preparation of soil sometime be- 
fore the plants arrive. This is particu- 
larly advisable if soil tilth and texture 
are poor. If the soil in the planting 
holes can be taken out in autumn and 
piled to one side, the frosts of winter 
will pulverize the soil. This will make 
the work of planting much easier, and 
it will provide a much more suitable 
environment for the roots of the plants 
to grow in. 

Normally, it is necessary to dig 

ut cular holes 1 to 3 feet in di- 
ameter (according to the span of the 
roots) and 12 to 15 inches deep. Take 
care to stack the soil clear of the edge 
to prevent its falling back into the 
hole. The bottom of the hole should 
then be worked to the full depth of 
a fork. A little manure and sand 
added to the soil often does a great 
deal of good. 

If your soil is inclined to stay wet 
for a long time after rain, it is a good 
plan to cover the planting holes against 
further rainfall about two weeks be- 
fore you intend to plant. 

In early spring when the lumps of 
soil break down easily, the time for 
planting has arrived. If possible, 
choose a day when the weather is 
mild. It is inadvisable to plant in 
frozen ground, although if the frost 
has only penetrated an inch or so 
there is no need to delay. The soil 
should be in a crumbly condition and 
just moist enough to hold together if 
some of it is squeezed in the hand. 

Just before you plant, cut back any 
damaged or broken roots to a point 
where a well-developed side root is

The holes should be deep enough 
to allow the plants to be set at about 
the same depth as they were when 
growing in the nursery. I like to plant 
so that the old soil mark on the trunk 
is situated 42 to 1 inch below the sur- 
face when the soil has been firmed 
down and levelled off.

wooden rammer before adding more 
soil. Continue until soil in the hole is 
about an inch below the level of the 
surrounding ground. Frequent water- 
ings may be necessary during the first 
year after planting and this depres- 
sion will trap the water directly above 
the root area. 

Some trees and shrubs develop roots 
in tiers at different levels on an elon- 
gated trunk underground. The best 
way of dealing with plants showing 
these or similar characteristics is to 
temporarily tie the upper layers of 
roots to the main stem. Plant the 
lowest layer of roots first before rais- 
ing the soil level to accommodate the 
next tier, of roots. 

Regular watering coupled with gen- 
erous mulching is a great help to 
newly planted stock. The keen gar- 
dener will make use of a dispersible 
plastic emulsion transplanting spray, 
which will seal off the leaves against 
loss of water without hindering the 
other functions of the plants.®

CONSERVATION. An _ American 
story of conflict and accomplish- 
ment. By David Cushman Coyle. 
284 pages, illus. $5.00. Rutgers 
University Press. 

Conservation has been defined as 
“the use of the natural resources for 
the greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber for the longest time.” With few 
exceptions, every man, woman and 
child in the United States will support 
any cause which involves “the greatest 
good of the greatest number” only so 
long as it does not conflict with that 
man’s, woman’s or child’s private in- 
terest. If a bill were passed outlawing 
automobiles, very few children, if any, 
would object; but pass a bill outlawing 
roller skates, and every child would 
rebel. 

In the same way, most Americans 
favor conservation of our natural re- 
sources; unless, of course, conserva- 


tion is detrimental to their private 
interests. Then lawyers and lobbies 
unlimber and the fight is on. For in- 
stance, citizen A, who owns a lumber- 
yard, supports construction of a large 
federal dam, as opposed to a series of 
small, privately owned dams, because 
the federal dam will provide cheaper 
power for his sawmill. But this same 
citizen strenuously objects to the law 
prohibiting cutting of timber in the 
national forest near his mill, for that 
forest would be a wonderful source of 
cheap lumber. 

The history of conservation as a 
political issue is basically the story of 
this constant conflict between public 
and private interest. In Conservation, 
an American story . . . David Cush- 
man Coyle has traced the labyrinthine 
history of conservation from its begin- 
nings in the late nineteenth century to 
the present day, from the trouble over 
the Western forests in the early 1900's 
to the bitter fight over the Hells Can- 
yon dams which still continues. It is 
an exciting story which will provoke 
the wrath and admiration of every 
American. (The passages in the book 
which cause one to fume or admire 
will no doubt vary with the person; an 
official of the Idaho Power Company 
cannot have the same reactions as a 
conservationist. ) 


Mr. Coyle has also traced the tech- 
nical history of conservation—when 
and how the sciences of forestry, soil 
conservation, etc., were developed in 
the United States.—T. R.

The Home 


Greenhouse 


by VICTOR GREIFF 


MoM“ WEATHER is unpopular. No 
one has a kind word for it; 
everyone describes it in unpleasant 
terms. Yet indoors under glass there 
is a profusion of bloom and color. 

In a cool house there is so much 
in bloom at this time that we are 
tempted to give up plants which re- 
quire more warmth, especially if our 
heating systems proved inadequate 
this past winter. Particularly attrac- 
tive now in a cool house are cycla- 
men, cineraria, Primula obconica, P. 
sinensis and P. malacoides, freesia, 
Gladiolus tristis, colvillea, anemone, 
ranunculus, camellia, acacia and 
azalea. 

Technical improvements take a step 
ahead this year on a wide front. 
Changes are evident in greenhouse and 
cold frame construction; new methods 
of heating, ventilating, humidifying 
and cooling show interesting innova- 
tions. Perhaps the most interesting 
development is greenhouse cooling. 
Cost is not prohibitive and a green- 
house’s usefulness can be almost dou- 
bled. Even on the hottest summer 
day the greenhouse temperature will be 
less, or no higher than, the tempera- 
ture in the shade outdoors. 

Slow seeds can be started now in 
convenient containers. It is important 
to use sterile materials to prevent the 
loss of entire flats of seedlings from the 
damping-off fungus. The problem of 
crowding, always critical in the spring, 
can often be offset by using supple- 
mentary artificial light. Fluorescent 
lights, two 40 watt tubes, used under 
bench make this space useful. 

Fragrant stars of Leucocoryne ixio- 
ides, called glory-of-the-sun, are in 
flower now with the sweet-smelling 
freesias. Leucocoryne, a spring flower 
of the Chilean hills, sends, from a 
bulb scarcely larger than a pea, a few 
long grasslike leaves. These are fol- 
lowed by a threadlike scape bearing an 
airy cluster of a few white-eyed stars 
of light blue, resembling over-sized 
chionodoxas floating in mid-air. Dr. 
Goodspeed of The University of Cali- 
fornia reports many color variations 
of this seen in his Andean explorations 
and gives us a clue to its cultural re- 
quirements; heavy, rich soil, ample 
moisture, low temperature and bright 
sun.®

A paradise 
for wildlife 


by RENEE DU PONT DONALDSON 


HE BALD CYPRESS RISE from the 
T swamp like the moss-encrusted pil- 
lars of a ruined city. Water lettuce 
smothers in green the sluggish pools. 
White egrets, ibises, herons and other 
birds nest in the trees. The scream, 
chug, screech, whistle of birds at dawn; 
the soft hiss of water by a swimming 
alligator; the undulation of Spanish 
moss in the sunset wind: this is the 
virgin forest of bald cypress. 

Millions of years ago this forest 
spread over 1,536,000 acres of what is 
now the state of Florida. But man de- 
stroyed the forest, logging the cypress, 
one of the most durable of woods. 
Only a remnant patch of 5,760 acres

remains. Called Corkscrew Swamp 
Sanctuary, it was saved by the Na- 
tional Audubon Society with the help 
of Jackson Hole Preserve and other 
contributors. 

In February 1956 I accompanied 
John H. Baker, President of the Na- 
tional Audubon Society, on his final 
tour of inspection before the opening 
of the Sanctuary on March 1Sth. 

Situated some fifty miles northwest 
of Everglades National Park, Cork- 
screw Swamp Sanctuary is a pleasant 
one-day round trip from Palm Beach 
or Miami. Our group left Miami at 
eight A.M. and arrived at Immokalee (a 
Seminole Indian word meaning “my

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home”) at eleven o’clock. There we 
were met by our two guides, Sam 
Whidden and Hank Bennett. Sam, a 
long-time resident of the neighbor- 
hood, is in charge of construction for 
the Audubon Society. Hank, a young 
bachelor from New Jersey, is warden- 
scientist of. the Sanctuary. Together 
they built Hank’s one-room cabin, the 
picnic shelter and the 1,000-foot board- 
walk. 

After an old-fashioned Southern 
dinner—spareribs, three vegetables, 
steaming hot biscuits, corn muffins 
and coffee—we started for the swamp 
in jeeps, the only vehicles practical for 
traveling over the sandy and boggy 
roads of the pine woods of Florida. 

In the early afternoon we reached 
the picnic shelter, which was adapted 
from the Indian structures called 
“chiques.” 

As we strolled out along the board- 
walk, Sam explained that before it was 
built visitors had to wade out to Let- 
tuce Lake among the snakes and alli- 
gators. Lettuce Lake is shaped like a 
horseshoe and surrounded by a virgin 
stand of bald cypress, the oldest trees 
in America next to the redwoods. 
These huge reddish-brown- or grey- 
barked trees are a most dramatic 
backdrop for the spectacular birds 
which nest and roost about the lake. 
Anhingas, egrets, herons, ibises, snipes 
and cranes are among the hundred 
known birds in the Sanctuary. 

I had never seen or heard of the 
anhinga before. The natives call it 
water turkey or snake bird. It makes 
its home in timbered swamps and for- 
est-rimmed pools. 
about the same size as a cormorant and 
perches in a similar upright position, 
but is easy to distinguish from the 
cormorant because of its serpentine 
neck and long tail. 

An alligator sunned himself upon a 
log beside the boardwalk in the heart 
of Lettuce Lake; an egret started from 
a cypress. 

The trees in Corkscrew Swamp 
Sanctuary are decorated with many or- 
chids and air plants. Around their 
“knees” grow 4-foot ferns—everglade, 
royal and strap ferns. 

In the swamp itself sagittaria were 
in bloom, and water-lettuce, a green 
plant 3 or 4 inches high, completely 
covered the pools. 

It was a thrill to stand quietly in this 
beautiful forest, knowing that it had 
been rescued from destruction. The 
alligator slid into the water; in the 
forest a wild bird screamed. 

On our drive back to Immokalee 
through the fragrant pine forests, we 
flushed a flock of wild turkeys and saw 
a bald eagle brooding on its nest. A 


few spring wildflowers were in bloom | 


beside the road—blue iris and a local 
Easter lily.®
